‘other arty, but he might well 
Jassume that his exhortation to the 
British purchaser might be regarded 
fas encroaching on the prerogative of 
China's own representatives in the 
United Kingdom. He might argue 
too that any observations by him on 
that point had beller come from this 
side of the Suez Canal.

MANY TAXES HAVE 
BEEN REFORMED 


People Relieved of Levies 
Causing Hardship 


Nanking, Sept. 2. 

Nearly 5,000 kinds of usurious 
levies and miscellaneous taxes, esti- 
mated at $48950,000, have’ been 
abolished by the Cenirai and local 
authorities throughout China during| 
the past year, according to Mr, Kao 
Ping-fang, director of the Depart. 
‘ment of Taxation of the Ministry of 
Finance, in a report_made at the 
Weekly "memorial service | of the 
Ministry this/ morning, 

Distributed among four hundred 
million upwards of Chinese popula- 
tion, said Mr. Kao, cach person has 
thus been relieved of about 10 cents 
worth of exhorbitant charges. 

While adrnitting that a retrench- 
ment policy is imperative in ord 
to lessen the fnancial burden of the 
people, Mr, Kao said that the revenue 
of local treasuries must be swollen 
in order to sufficiently meet. the 
fulure needs of the district govern- 
ments. 

In order to accomplish this, Mr. 
Kuo knew of no better way then to| 
straighten out the land tax which 
constitutes the main sources of rev-, 
fenue to the local: treasuries.

The apparent pres 
ent, financial stringency of these 
Administrative bodies strikes the ob- 
Server as all the more strange, when. 
one remembers how in. former days 
the province supported, without. undui 
hardship, the presence of about a 
‘quarter of million expensive soldiery. 
Now most of these have gone. There 
only remain two divisions: the 3nd 
of Shang Chen round Paotingtu, and 
the 20th of Sung Che-yuan round Pel- 
ping.

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WITHOUT STRAW 
Sept. 10. 

Nowadays the fashionable pose of 
scepticism in regard to any public’ 
announcement has acquired a 
pertinacity which becomes exces- 
sively boring. A Government. or| 
a private citizen has only to declare 
that a certain decision has. been| 
taken and immediately the flood- 
gates of speculation are opened, 
not to examine the question on its 
merits, but with the object of show- 
ing that some ulterior design has 
been ingeniously devised and is be- 
ing still more ingeniously cam- 
ouflaged by the movers inthe en- 
terprise. This is all very dis~ 
tressing. Pethaps the sceptics will 
argue that they have cause f6¥ their 
chronic state of disbelief, in that 
Governments—to say nothing of 
private followers of Ananias— 
huve Invented a technique called 
propaganda which might often be 
better and more economically 
described by an English word of 
three letters. However that may 
be, the fact remains that dreariness 
overwhelms the mind when the 
search for improbabilities is the 
inevitable retort of the public to an 
apparently simple statement of fact. 
This sentiment irresistibly emerges 
from the study of telegrams, the 
collection of rumours and’ the 
absorption of gossip generated by 








the British Government's decision | 


to send Sir Frederick Leith-Ross 
‘on a special mission to China. 
Disrogarding the inventions of ti 
‘sceptics let a plain statement suMice, 
even if it be repetitive. 

‘There has been in China of late! 
considerable uneasiness regarding 
the economic situation and, in 
particular, its relation to certain 





monetary’ difficulties whereof, 
Shanghai, at least, has come 
knowledge. The Chinese Govern- 


ment has indicated its desire to 
hhave the co-operation of the bank= 
ing interests in maintaining reason- 

currency and exchange 
stability, ‘That co-operation has 
been assisted by the Government's 
own action. Nevertheless it has 
been suggested that China’s state is 
such ‘that some practical measure 
might be taken by Great Britain or 
British interests to effect a mutual 








(On the face of it this seems to be a 
straightforward interpretation of Sir 
Frederick Lelth-Ross’ mission. It 
does not justify extravagant expecta~ 
tions or lurid suspicions. Yet from 
the time that Sir Frederick's depar- 
ure became imminent until this 
very moment when he is approach- 
ing the shores of China, a welter of 
theory, speculation and criticism has 
been ingeniously developed around 
his devoted head. Even British 
tesidents in China seem to have 
‘caught the infection and have been 
inclined to regard his visit as a 
possible means of solving their own 
particular difficulties. Having come 
fo the conclusion that the solution 
is impossible, they then murmur 
something to’ the effect that it is 
useless sending out this high 
financial authority. They fatter 
themselves, of course, for, after all, 
the primary purpose of his visit is 
[to advise the Ambassador, not to 
act as Yairy godfather magically ac~ 
cepting. all the diplomatic con- 
undrums which British distress 
may be disposed to press on his at- 
tention. In Japan where Sir 
Frederick is temporarily breaking 
hhis journey to ‘China, even more 
elaborate efforts have been made 
to compose bricks without straw. 
Tt is assumed that he brings with 
‘him all kinds of commissions—to 
solve Anglo-Japanese economic 
issues, to formulate ideas and, 
perhaps, pass judgment on subjects 
ranging from the state of Outer 
‘Mongolia to the Telephone Tangle 
in Shanghai, Sir Frederick may 
‘be amused at such genial tributes 
to his omniscience and stamina. 
‘They cannot be said to be parti- 
cularly helpful. They are certainly 
calculated to arouse aspirations 
which are likely to be disappointed. 
‘They are just as wide of the 
actualities of his visit as some of 
the quaint comments by which 
certain journalists in London 
saddled him with the awful respon- 
sibiltiy of restoring that impalpable 
‘quality known as “British prestige” 
in the Far East. Sir Frederick is 
fan experienced financial official.

British 
Policy has steadily ‘recognized the| 
independence of Tibet and the 
jessential wisdom of the Tibetans’ 
desire to keep themselves as free| 
‘as possible from outside entangle-| 
ments. In consequence since India 
offers important means of access to| 
Tibet, the Government of India has 
consistently deferred to the wishes: 
of Lhasa in giving facilities for, 
travellers to approach Tibet from| 
the Indian side. Successive 
‘Everest Expeditions, for example, 
have always been’ dependent on| 
/Lhasa’s permission for the right to| 
‘attempt their hazardous enterprises. 
[British trade agents have success- 
fully maintained contact with the| 
Tibetan Government. Sir Charles 
Bell's friendship with the late Dalai 
Lama and his sojourns in Lhasa 
have provided useful means of 
Jdeveloping an understanding bene- 
{ficial to Tibet and to Great Britain. 
‘The impending changes in the 
Government of India have been 
‘watched by Tibet with interested 
‘alertness. ‘They are taken to em- 
‘phasize the inherent friendliness of 
Great Britain’s attitude and its 
complete freedom from designs| 
jwhich might conflict with Tibetan 
jindependence. The immense pro- 
ject which seeks to bring British 
India and the Indian  States—| 
‘hitherto constitutionally divorced, 
{for all practical purposes—into a 
‘single political structure of federa~ 
tion, will effectively absorb the 
‘combined energies of British and 
Indian administrators. ‘These are 
conditions which were specially 
well appreciated by the late| 
‘Dalai Lama who was a states- 
jman of no mean powers of percep- 
tion. His views have probably 
been adopted by the men now 
responsible for the direction of] 
Tibet's affairs, pending the re- 
incarnation of his successor. 


Such comprehension is curiously 
lacking in the writings of some 
Jcommentators on the current of 
jevents in Tibet and on its borders. 
"Thus in the latest issue of “Asia,” a 
journal which professes to cultivate_ 
fan intelligent grasp of polities in 
‘this part of the world, an article

Jwhere, quite accurately, it senses 
jan international struggle for in- 
fluence. It recognizes that Great 
Britain has an interest in the course 
lof affairs in a Chinese province so| 
closely in touch with her Indian. 
Empire. So far it is possible to 
follow the argument, but when it, 
is developed by. an’ endeavour to| 
accuse the British Government of 
intriguing in Sinkiang, of using its 
officials in Kashgar to stir 














‘up rebellion and of launching “an 
jundefined ‘of economic 
penetration into the rest of! 


‘Szechuen” it ceases to be a political 
jessay and becomes a not very, 
creditable flight of fancy into| 
fiction. British representation at 
‘Kashgar prosaically arises from the 
fact that the trade route from India, 
into Sinklang—the channel of com- 
‘merce between India and Central 
[Asia for centuries—makes it neces- 
sary to provide those services| 
which consuls perform for: their 
nationals in other parts of the 
‘world. But then the imaginative zeal 
of the writer of this fantasy finds 
inspiration from the fundamental 
misstatement that, since 1911, Great| 
Britain has ruled in Tibet. To| 
bolster up this wild assertion airy 
references are made to “British- 
trained and British-munitioned’ 
[Tibetin invaders of Sikang, to] 
the possession of “definite” know- 
ledge that “General Ma's forces 
[were armed with British weapons, 
to the presence in Sinkiang ‘of 
mysterious Colonel Schomberg who| 
seems to be part of the stock-in- 
trade of Moscow's production of, 
British bogeys, and, most delicious| 
touch of all, to British plans for| 
seating “some Moslem prince of| 
British India” on the throne of a 
brand-new kingdom in Turkestan. If| 
‘Asia” must deal with Tibetan af- 
{fairs is it really necessary for it to 
idecorate the peddling with such| 
manifest absurdities? “In view of| 
the nationality of the editor of| 
“Asia” might it be discreet to sug- 
gest that a statement to the effect| 
that Canada was ruled by Wash- 
ington would.be less wide of the 
mark than his contributor’s notion| 
Jof Tibet's relations with Great! 























‘American-trained _ pilots 
jequipped with American munitions 
would have as much significance as 
the presumption of the alleged 
origin of Tibet's military training 
and weapons. This quaint per- 
versity would be hardly worth 
notice, were it not that it has so| 
frequently shown its influence on 
other dissertations claiming re~ 
sponsible authorship. It must 
regretfully be classed with the 
Jeccentricity which not so long ago 
discovered that the British repre- 
sentative in China, with truly 
‘magical gif's for outwitting Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, had dashed| 
into Szechuen to offer a £20 
million ‘bribe to some warring, 
jgenius there. Thus are energies 
which might usefully be employed, 
in improving the standard of, 
thrillers or best-sellers, diverted to) 
the drab service of a pseudo- 
political commentary. 





SHANTUNG’S WOE . 
Sept. 5. 

Of all mind-changing rivers the 
‘Hwang or Yellow River is the 
worst. Back to memory of extant 
records the river's accusers go to 
establish the fact that fifteen times 
in 4,000 years it has shown this 
hesitation by some marked diverg- 
lence of its course. Once it entered 
the sea as far north as near Tien. 
tsin. Lately it broke a lon 
ing dyke and spread itself over the 
centre of Shantung, creating a new 
lake in a vast depression where 
smiling flelds and happy villages 
fnad stood. General Han Fu-chu, 
who knows his Shantung, is in- 
‘clined to estimate the number of 
homeless people, thus made victims| 
of the Yellow River's whim, at as 
high @ figure as 2,000,000. Con 
servative calculations by the China 
International Famine Relief Com 
mission which, for so many years: 
has done splendid humanitarian 
‘work in China, adopt 500,000 as the 
minimum and’ suggest that further 
Investigation may produce twice 
that appalling total. Over 6,000 
villages have been flooded out. 
Walled cities on high ground are 
besieged by the waters. ‘The plight 
of tho unfortunate inhabitants ef the 
afflicted area is pitiable, ‘They face| 
[death by starvation, after escaping 
drowning. The relief organization 
is actively pursuing the task of 
[bringing food and employment to 
these desperately placed folk. 
General Han Fu-chu has. devised 
measures for the wholesale transfer 
of some 200,000 refugees to hist 
ground in other parts of the prov- 
Ince. The General's prompt action 
deserves commendation. It has! 
been effectively supported by the 
local railway authorities. Mean- 
while the CLF.RC. is devoting its 
energies to the immediate reliet of 
suffering. The repair to the dyke 
jeannot be attempted until Novem- 
ber, so, Tying ahead isan 
enormous problem involving the 
drainage of the flooded tracts and, 
later, the rehabilitation of the 
countryside for cultivation pur- 
poses: 

‘China has long experience of the 
terrors of the flood evil. Imagina- 
tion has not therefore to be greatly 
stimulated to produce sympathy and 
due appreciation of the significance 
of this bald recital of facts. In 
the hands of experienced organizers 
such as the Commission can 
mobilize, the task of relief is surely 
directed. ‘The only limitation 
arises from the practical issue 
ot the funds available. On that 
faccount it is ting to make an| 
earnest appeal to all to shake off 
the admitted trammels of the pres- 
ent, feeling of depression and to 
make a real effort in assistance of 
this great humanitarian enterprise 
If every resident in Shanghai, for 
example, could send only one dollar 
{to the offices of the China Interna- 
tional Famine Relief Commission at 
Room 401, 505 Honan Road, Shang- 
hhai, the organizers would ‘be able 
confidently to tackle their heavy: 
obligations. It may be suggested 
that in every office, home or in- 
stitution here, some effort should 
be made to provide this money. 
‘The more fortunate citizens might 
reinforce the enterprise by dona 
tions of greater substance than the 
single dollar. But, outside the 
ranks of the completely destitute 
fand taking into account the other 
pressing calls on charitable purses, 
the donation of a dollar a ‘head

Yet, in all 
seriousness, it may be asked 
whether it is not rich beyond the 
dreams of avarice in comparison 
with the miserable condition of 
these little peasants, farmers, 
agriculturists uprooted ‘trom their 
fields and villages, by the vagaries 
of a mighty river, and cast de- 
fenceless, destitute and starving, 
upon the margin of the unleashed 
floods. For the best part of the 
coming twelve months, these 
people, if they are to survive, have 
to be supported by relief works and 
direct financial nssistance, It is 
‘surely not too remote a tragedy to 
catch the sympathetic eye of 
Shanghai, to stir the generous 
sympathies of this great city. The 
organizers are proud of the oppor- 
‘tunity offered to their beneficent 
lexperience and administrative ekill, 
‘They need nothing more than funds 
to develop their efforts on a scale 
‘commensurate with the exigencies 
fof the sudden crisis. ‘The Commis- 
sion’s normal activities in minister- 
ing to famine, arising from various 
‘causes which are part of the routine 
‘of China’s travail, cannot provide 
more than a limited immediate 
‘measure of relief. ‘This catastrophe 
jin Shantung demands exceptional 
resources, It is therefore with full 
reliance on the intelligent sympathy 
‘of the public that these considera~ 
tions are put on record. The 
‘charitable duty is plain. Tt will, no 
doubt, be worthily discharged, 














CHINA'S HOPES 
Sept. 9. 

‘Mr. Wang Ching-wei published 
in January last an English version 
of his important definition of 
China’s policy in foreign affairs, 
‘with special regard to the need for 
facing the realities of Sino-Japan- 
ese relations. ‘That statement and 
@ translation of two speeches 
delivered by General Chiang Kai- 
shek in Chengtu in June on 
“Responsibilities and Training of 
Youth” and the “Cause and Cure 
of Rural Decadence” have now 
been issued in pamphlet form, by 
the China United Press. Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei’s pronouncement has 
already received considerable atten- 
tion. “It has been available for 
study for over seven months. It 
was later amplified by its author's 
famous declaration in favour of 
Sino-Japanese co-operation — a 
policy now being steadily pursued 
by the Chinese Government with 
‘sagacious zeal, General Chiang 
Kai-shek’s two speeches, delivered 
in remote Szechuen and primarily 
jeoneerned with China's domestic 
affairs, may not have attracted 
jas much attention, Yet their sign- 
ificance in expounding the un- 
‘derlying principles of the Govern- 
ment's present policy is by no 
‘means negligible. The Generalis- 
imo was breaking new ground in 
invoking national solidarity before 
Ja Szechuen audience. Szechuen, of 
fall the provinces in China, is ex- 
ceptionally self-centred. The 
Szechuenese find difficulty in rec~ 
ognizing the existence of any 
Chinese problems without their own 
borders. They may well argue that 
they are justified, in that the inces- 
sant. struggles between rival pro- 
vineial leaders who have not hesi 
tated to hypothecate the resources 
of the people for several decades 
ahead, ‘have provided sufficient 
material for concentrated energy.

‘To the youthful, General Chiang] 
Kai-shek commended the duties of 
‘social service, obedience’and respect 
for parental authority. On  the| 
older, he enjoined observance of 
six principles: simplicity, sincerity, 
unselfishness, industry, " frugality, 
discipline. "Those principles in| 
Szechuen he desired to see applied| 
to rural rehabilitation, by educat- 
ing the people intellectually and| 
morally, by devoting their attention| 
to the reconstruction of areas de- 
vastated by and reclaimed froni the| 
Communist occupation, by high 
way-construction and by encourag- 
ing the local defence forces to| 














maintain adequate vigilance in| 
order to guard against further’ 
Communist attacks. The block~ 


house system, by its cheapness and| 
proved effectiveness in South 
Kiangsi, "was recommended to the 
Szechuenese for their adoption, 
reinforced by the organization of| 
village watch and ward orgariza-| 
tions and of a proper scheme of| 
food storage. 

‘Taking the Boy Scouts’ motto for 
his text, the Generalissimo laid| 
‘stress on the value of social service 
in mitigation of the hardships and 
miseries of the mass of the people. 
He bluntly told the educated classes; 
that on them devolved a greater| 
degree of responsibility for advanc- 
ing the welfare of their less 
fortunate fellow-countrymen. He 
did not hesitato to declare that the 
present difficulties were due to 
forgetfulness of these duties: 


While our ancestors were quick 
to employ. their wisdom and im- 
fagination to Increase the general 
store of knowledge and achievement 
and consequently built up a strong 
‘and prosperous nation, we, as their 
posterity, have neglected 'to show 
similar energy and initiative, As 
result, our civilization remains 
stagnant, and is even declining | 
while the country has become 
poorer and the position of its people 
more miserable, 
It cannot be said that the Szechuen| 
‘audience were called upon to listen 
to smooth words. ‘They were not 
invited to depend on some magical 
tour de force to extricate them from 
thelr difficulties, The burden 
of General Chiang Kai-shek’s 
exhortation can be judged by his 
homely illustration from his own 
boyhood’s experience, which, under 
his mother's direction and 'super- 
vision, included participation in the 
household duties of “washing, 
cleaning and cooking.” On a larger 
scale he has singled out those 
functions for performance by the 
leaders in China to-day. ‘They are 
urged to encourage physical train- 
ing of the present and coming 
generations, to practice and preach 
the doctrines of national service for 
soclal reform and to restore to their 
proper place in national esteem the 
qualities of true —citizenhood, 
wherein self-respect—moulded by 
loyalty and discipline—finds hon- 
ourable expression in cultivation of 
the moral virtues and in the ex- 
ercise of initiative and a healthy 
spirit of independence. ‘Thus is the 
Generalissimo endeavouring practic 
ally to lay the foundations of a 
regime to which China's hopes may 
be pinned with confdence and 
enthusiasm, provided the necessary 
patience, fortitude and courage are 
forthcoming to justify his faith. 
































A GALLIC DIVERSION

‘Municipal Council and a bouquet— 
with strings attached—at this 
journal's proposals for constitution 
al reform of the Foreign Settlement. 
In that graceful literary style, 
which the initials “G.M.” so surely 
guarantee and to which a transla- 
tion, However faithful, can scarcely 
do justice, the mentor on the cther 





side of Avenue Edward VII én-| 
jterprets recent Shanghai history’ 
}with astonishing perversity. With-| 
Jout being churlish, it is necessary, 
{from a position of less detachment | 
than ‘can be vouchsafed in the| 
French Concession, to disclaim sup- 
port on the terms so offered. 
Endorsement of the plea that the 
peculiar conditions created by the| 
inadequacy of the Land Regulations | 
Jand by the forces of attrition con- 
jstantly at work in undermining the 
JCouneil’s authority is turned by 
the French critic to account for 
[formulating against the Council a| 
charge of exceeding its terms of ref- 
erence and of pursuing a policy| 
Jwhich has been solely responsible 
[for the present situation. Such a| 
[view cannot be allowed to pass, 
Jeven though it ostensibly adopts a| 
progressive intent. Briefly the 
[Council is blamed for the “inop~ 
Jportune” rendition of the Mixed| 
[Court and to that decision, on the 
‘basis of an alleged statement by| 
General Macnaghten, is attributed 
the Sino-Japanese ‘hostilities of 
1932, Moreover those hostilities are 
considered to have been precipitated 
by the Council's action in establish- 
jing an International Defence Com- 
mittee which “prematurely declared | 
fa state of emergency.” Reluctance 
{to rake up old controversies can- 
not be allowed to overbear the im- 
portance of basing future decisions 
Jon realist conceptions of past his- 
tory. To those ingenious Gallic 
theories prompt and emphatic ex- 
lception is taken. The Defence| 
Committee was composed of the| 
commanders of all the inter- 
national forces here—French in- 
cluded. On its recommendation 
the Council declared the state of 
Jemergency. It is difficult to see| 
Jhow the Council could be expected| 
to ignore the expert opinions of 
military authorities who, in ace 
‘cepting responsibility for the de- 
fence of the Settlement and Con- 
cession, were in no sense under the 
orders of the Council. In regard to 
General Macnaghten’s alleged state- 
ment let it be quoted from the off 
jcial report of his speech to the| 
Ratepayers on Aprif 13, 1932, 
when he commented on the Speciai| 
District Courts’ failure to deal ef- 
fectively with the anti-Japanese 
agitation in 1931; 

‘This attitude was undoubtedly one 

of the contributing factors in the 

‘cumulative causes’ which led to 

actual warfare between the Chinese | 

‘and Japanese military forces in the. 

Chapel area with all ite disastrous 

‘consequences, 

It is a preposterous extension of 
[the General's meaning to represent| 
him as endorsing the view that the| 
Court Agreement of 1930 (which 
presumably “Le Journal de Shang- 
hat” really means when it writes of 
“the negotiations for the rendition 
of the Mixed Court”) “rendered 
possible the troubles which took 
place in Shanghai prior to the Sino- 
[Japanese hostilities.” 

On the demerits of the Mixed 
JCourt and, indeed, of the Pro- 
visional Court which functioned in 
its place from January 1927 to| 
April 1930, it is hardly necessary 
todilate, ‘The Feetham Report gives| 
junquestioned authority for the view 
that the changes in 1927 and 1930 
‘were inevitable and just. While 
this journal strongly maintains that 
the present system requires con- 
siderable improvement—for which’ 
purpose the Chinese authorities| 
have assigned high judicial officers| 
of their service and have, it is 
understood, availed themselves of 
the experience of the distinguished 
French jurist, M. G. Padoux, who| 
is an adviser to the Legislative 
Yuan and actually a resident in| 
|Shangtiai—it cannot agree that the| 
/Mixed Court would, under modern | 
lconditions, have better served the| 
Judicial requirements of the Set- 
{tement. ‘The realists of French) 
Jdiplomacy, in negotiating their! 
Court agreement, went even further} 
than their British confreres in| 
“undermining” the authority of| 
their Municipal Council. And here| 
it is pertinent to point out that| 
the Council of the Foreign Settle- 
ment was not responsible for the 
rendition and its relevant -agree-| 
ments. Its representatives, in- 
deed, in 1930 were consulted only| 
on four specifio points at a time 
when they were presented with 
ja virtual fait accompli. That was 
a maiter of public comment at the 
time. However that may be, the: 
newcomer to Shanghai, confronted 
‘with authoritative analyses of the 























Jamong residents here a pathetic] the highest pitch of the latest and 


conviction that that system con- 
stituted a golden era in Shanghai's 
judicial history. It makes him 
[suspect that the air of the Whang- 
poo carries a special brand of 
fobscurantist smoke for the con- 
‘fusion of honest minds. 

It were an arid occupation to! 
‘combat once again the absurd claim| 
‘that foreign chestnuts were pulled 
jout of the fire by Japanese action 
in 1932. The despatch of Japanese 
naval reinforcements in that year 
was Intended to enforce measures 
{for the cessation of the anti-Japan- 
ese boycott and to secure, for the 
better development of Japanese 
designs, a round-table conference 
in discussion of the future of 
/Shanghal. The technique may have| 
been crude ang Ill-judged, but it 
jcertainly did not flatter the com- 
{fortable opinion now expressed by 
“Le Journal de Shanghai.” Indeed 
reference to the course of events 
immediately preceding those 
episodes will reveal the fallacy of 
such ex post facto superstitions. 
In the light of happenings since 
then, the situation which now de~ 
‘mands close attention from the 
Council and, ultimately, from the 
responsible diplomatic authorities, 
is partly due to the assault made 
fon the Settlement. That assault 
‘came not from the Council nor from 
the Chinese authorities, but from 
those whose readiness to pull chest- 
nuts out of the fire the forelgn 
resident is invited by the French 
journal gratefully to admire. In 
‘the official Municipal Report—| 
written in 1933 when the beneficent 
but fact-concealing influences of 
appeasement had had time to 
foperate—the events of January 
1932, were partly attributed to the 
“breakdown” of the Chinese Courts 
in the Settlement but, by some 
overzealous emotion, the qualified 
statement of General Macnaghten 
already noted was reinforced by an 
altogether extravagant reference 
to a “complete collapse of the ad- 
ministration of criminal law in the 
[Chinese courts with respect to 
offences connected with anti-Japan- 
ese activities.” As this journal noted 
fat the time, that view tallied but 
iN with an impartial assessment of 
the peculiar propagandist efforts 
which, during the autumn and 
‘winter of 1931, created in Tokyo 
lthe special state of alarm leading 
to the despatch of naval reinforee- 
ments here. Much could be written 
fn elaboration of this argument. 
The really important task is to 
jsecure international co-operation 
for the preservation of the Settle- 
ment’s. administrative stability. 
Revival of past controversies is, 
|therefore, to be deprecated. The 
charge that the Council has un- 
‘warrantably assumed diplomatic 
funetions is ludicrously incom- 
patible with the facts. On the 
Outside Roads question the Coun- 
jcil is negotiating direct with the 
[Chinese authorities with the express. 
approval of the Powers. The issue 
now canvassed by this journal is 
‘the urgent need for those Powers 
to revise their apparent diffidence 
jin tackling the whole problem of 
‘Shanghai's future and to enter into 
‘consultation with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment thereon. To that end it is 
suggested that the Council on the 
basis of the material within its 
cognizance should prepare a formal 
statement of the situation for 
diplomatic study and action, if 
feasible.

That view is ap- 
parently endorsed by the glowing

/most formidable inventions of the 
modern murder factory. Yet Pius 
XI has means of deeper discern- 
ment He is probably aware that, 
beneath the surface, lie uneasiness 
Jand no little dismay at the course 
‘on which Italy seems to be em- 
‘barked. He reconciles his political 
duty as a temporal ruler with his 
conseience as the head of a great, 
religion by fearlessly expressing 
views which strongly represent the 
‘opinion of the peoples of the world 
‘on this Abyssinian issue, It tran- 
seends the question of” the con- 
Xinuance * or breakdown of tho 
League as an instrument of peace- 
jconstruction. It dismisses quibbles 
over Italy's economic disabilities or 
JAbyssinian backwardness or the 
alleged disingenuity of individual 
nations. It directs attention to the 
basic charge: that no nation, by 
virtue of the sanctions of the muni- 
tion factory, has the right forcibly 
to dispossess another of its freedom 
‘of action. On the broad ground of 
humanity it denies validity to the 
plea that the sins of an independent 
people can be chastised by the 
superior armed might of another 
merely because economic and 
jpolitical advantages are to accrue’ 
to the aggressor therefrom. 


All else is irrelevant. If there be 
‘means within the capacity of other 
nations to compass for remedying] 
the deficiencies which Signor Mus- 
solini alleges drive him. to his 
Present desperate course, they can 
bbe examined in the due’ place and 
season. ‘There is no cause to 
‘imagine that such examination re- 
quires as a condition precedent the 
Butchery of Ethiopian braves. Nor| 
freed Ttaly submit to the process 
with loss of dignity. Discussion of 
ner case has gradually revealed an 
international "sense of responsi 
Ditty for the fair distribution of 
facilities for economic livelihood, 
whether of individuals or of 
nations. ‘That sense may be. slow 
tm attaining practical expression, 
The process cannot be expedited by 
ithe destruction of such machinery 
jas now feebly functions in that 
fegard. It will not be encouraged 
by dyeing the tropical verdure or 
the desert tawniness of Ethvopia 
with Ttallan and Abyssinian blood, 
The empty homes of Calabria, the 
lonely Italian graves on the African 
littoral will not contribute practical 
solutions to such a problem. On 
the contrary the development of 
the technique necessary to brace 
the Italian nation for this war of 
conquest has let loose all the 
foxious vapours of international 
mistrust,” suspicion and dishonesty 
in thought and deed. From them 
Integrity cannot derive. 


Under the shadow of a dominant 
‘fear the world looks to Geneva to- 
day. “As Italy Is exhorted to avoid 
the use of force, so force cannot be 
threatened or employed to dissuade 
her. ‘The Covenant’s conception of 
jcanctions was clear-cut and based 
jon conditions which bitter ex- 
perience of the since vanished 
years has proved to be ephemeral. 
No sanctions could be applied by 
the League in its present state 
without aggravating and extending

Communications, 
with Lanchow in the west are 
broken; in the north of the province 
no less than 23 hsien districts are 
Said to be in the hands of the Keds 
while the mountain distriets to the 
south are permeated with communism, 


‘The Red forces under Hsu Hai-ung,

Concentrate on Fenghsiang and Sian 


Conesvonor 


‘The rainy season appears to have 
set in and for more than a week now 
it has tained steadily on and off, and 
there is no sign of the weather clear- 
ing up. Normally this is to be ex- 
pected at this time of the year in 
‘Shensi, ‘There is no danger of wide. 
jspread floods in this province, ‘The 
only districts that are subject to 
flood are the valleys of the mountain 
‘streams which sometimes overflow 
fand cause destruction to life and 
[crops after torrential rains, But the 
Wei and the Ching rivers are both 
in flood and this means more trouble 
for Honan, Shantung and North 
‘Kiangsu_in'the lower reaches of the 
‘Yellow River. 

Shensi is fortunate in the matter of 
crops this year. The wheat harvest 
in the spring was a bumper crop, and. 
the autumn harvest of cotton’ and 
millet promises equally well, Un- 
fortunately, last year’s surplus cotton 
‘crop has not yet been sold and unless 
the market improves considerably the 
Shensi farmer will not be able to 
realize hard cash on his crops this 
year. But he will at least be assured 
‘of plenty of good food and clothing. 

Mecea for Tourlsty + 

Sian is now becoming the Mecca of 
tourists and commercial agents, The 
Lunghai through express which runs. 
daily from Hsuchow to Sian has made 
This possible. Less than ten years: 
ago Sian and the Northwest could be 
reached only by a long, tedious and 
oftentimes dangerous ‘journey by 
mule-cart over the narrow sunken 
roads, thick with dust or mud, de- 
pending on the weather. 

‘The main road in west Honan was 
so narrow that carts passing through 
the famous Tungkwan Pass were 
obliged to change axles for those of 
@ narrower guage, The Lunghal Rall» 
way has changed all this and now 
provides for the would-be traveller a 
safe, comforable and, compared with 
the ‘mule-cart, speedy journey to the 
Western Capital. ‘The historic as 
sociations of this ancient of 
empire attract tho tourists, some of 
whom are disappointed at “finding 80 
litKle trace of the past glory; others 
fare facinated and call it a “City of 
Dreams.” 

Candidly one must confess that 
there are more mud walls th 
‘ancient monuments! ‘The commercial 
‘agents are drawn to Sian by the pos- 
sibility of new markets for foreign 
goods both in Sian and district and 
in the vast hinterland lying to the 
west, which Is now being opened up 
for the first time. Hitherto this vast 
region has been virtually cut off from 
the markets of Central China by. 
reason of the complete absence of 
cheap and rapid means of transport. 
Now that this has been remedied. 
unlimited possibilities for 
trade in this groat Northwest for 
those who have sufficient enterprise 
and imagination to take advantage 
of the opportunity, always provided 
that political conditions offer reason 
able security.

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SIDELICHTS ON CHINESE LIFE 


Standard of District Magistrates Raised Since 
Revolution: Collection of Taxes

Kaiteng, Sept. 3. 

‘There is no doubt that the real 
rulers of China are the District 
‘Magistrates, known as “The Fathers 
‘and Mothers of the People,” for while 
‘the great ones of the Tand are guid- 
Ing the destinies of the nation from 
the national capital, it is the men in 
the hslen or Walled cities, extending: 
even to the remolest part of the 
Empire, who are in direct contact 
with te people, and who ropresent 
to them the might and majesty of 
the Law, 

For the ordinary citizen Nanking 
fs far away and even the crovincial 
capital may seem of small account, 
ut the Yamen or oficial residence 
of the local magistrate is & very real 
thing, for not only is justice dis 
pensed there, but it is the place 
where the land tax is collected, a 
matter of great importance to the 
farmer, especially these days when 
times are so hard and taxes s0 high. 

In the days of the Emperor, the 
‘magistrates, as his representatives, 
travelled about in chairs and wore 
beautiful silk gowns and red-tasselied 
hals on which were buttons, the 
colour of which denoted the rank of 
the bearer, while at the front and 
back of the gowns were pieces of 
embroidery, the design on which also 
gave indications as to the wearer's 
rank, 

Dressed in his robes the great man 
‘would hold his court in the halt Just 
inside the entrance of the Yamen, 
and would question the prisoners 
who knelt before him. If he thought 
they were not telling the truth he 
‘would give the order “ta”, whereupon 
the wretched prisoner ' would be 
beaten until he promised to state the 
true facts of the case. Sometimes 
even more devilish methods were 
‘used, for the Chinese law demanded 
‘that’ no accused person could be 
sentenced until he had confessed his 
crime, 


Progress Since the Revolution 

Since the Revolution many changes 
have been made with the object of 
raising the standard of men. who 
qualify to be magistrates and of im- 
proving the administration. "Bach 
district is now divided into a number 
of sub-districts and various offices 
have been wbolished or merged with 
others, 

Efforts have also been made to do 
away with the scandals formerly con- 
nected with the selection of candi- 
dates for the posts that fall vacant 
inasmuch as in the old days it was 
not ar uncommon thing for a person 
to walt for years without getting © 
post, while cases were known of men 
‘who never received any appointment 
a€ all and who lived and died as “ex- 
pectant”” magistrates 

‘When a candidate has qualified for 
the position of magistrate in any of 
the provincial capitals his name is 
‘added to the register which contains 
the names of those who are already 
waiting for posts. ‘This: register is, 
divided into what is known as wheels, 
‘and each wheel contains nine names. 
‘When a magistrate retires or loses 
his position, two names are selected 
from the Wheel whose turn it 
supply a man for tho vacancy, and 
the two persons named have to ap- 
pear before the provincial committee 
‘which decides which one of them is 
to got the post. 


District “Axes to Grind” 


Even when he succeeds getting ap- 
pointed toa district, the job of “ne 
magistrate is by mo’ means an easy 
fone. In tho first place he must try 
‘and work with the staff at his Yamen, 
the majority of whom are local 
people and who are very jealous of 
their rights and privileges.’ Then he 
must ‘endeavour’ to cultivate the 
frlendship of the leaders of the local 
gentry, many of whom have axes of 
thelr own to grind, and, who, taking 
advantages of the privileges now 
enjoyed by democracy, do not 
hesitate to impeach any’ magistrate’ 
who does not work in harmony with 
them. ‘Thon great eare must be taken 
lest he or any of his subordinates 
offend the provincial authorities for 
‘that means a black mark against his 
name, and three of these will cause 
hhim to lose his office. There is also 
the fear of bandit raids, or similar 
calamity, in which case he is lucky 
Ef he escapes with his life, 

‘Tho office of the magistrate is 
divided into three departments, each 
of which has o chiet with a staf 
under him. “The first department 
attends to all matters concerning the 
welfare of the people of the district 
and sees that all the orders and in- 
structions received from the provin- 
lal authorities are properly carried 
ut, 

‘The second department deals with 
the land tax, and, owing to the 
enormous number ‘of peasant pro- 
prietors, the collection of the money. 
is a very dificult and complicated 
matter and can only be handled by 
those who are natives of the district 
‘The tax is payable twice a year and 























fat such times the landowners are 
supposed to go to the Yamen and 
pay their dues. It invariably. hap- 
ens that the returns sent in by the 
Gistricls show a deficiency” of ten 
er cent. 20 per cent. of the amount| 
‘which should be collected, and this| 
is put down to deaths, ‘removals, 
inability of the tenants fo pay the, 
tax owing to failure of the crops, 
and other causes. Without a doubt, 
the actual deficiency is, in. almost 
every instance, less thin that re- 
orted, and there is thus a consider- 
able loss of revenue to the Govern- 
‘ment, but it would be a herculean, 
task to check the statements sent in, 
owing as we have said before to the 
great number of taxpayers Involved, 
and so far no real effort has been 
made to deal with this matter, 


‘Small Salaries to Clerks 
In addition there are a number of 
uses connected with this tax, one 
of which concerns the rate of ex- 
change at which payment has to be 
made. This is supposed to be posted 
up In the Yamen, but the figures on 
the notice are very small and badly 
written and often it is impossible to 
read them. Though the salaries paid 
to the clerks and others in this de- 
partment are very small yet the per- 
uisites of the office are considerable, 
and there are always many applicants | 
for any vacancy that may occur. 

‘The third department deals with 
reconstruction, and it is proposed that 
this should be amalgamated with the 
office dealing with education. 

Justice is now dispensed in the hall 
of the second courtyard, and though 
the magistrate is in charge of all the 
cases, he delegates much of the work 
to an assistant, 

Formerly it was necessary for each 
magistrate to employ a special secre- 
tary to deal with official correspond- 
fence and this post was invariably 
occupied by a Shaohsing man as they 
were the only ones who understood 
the procedure involved and the 
correct way to write letters and 
documents to the provincial authori- 
‘es, This monopoly is now a thing 
of the past and the town of Shaohsing 
{s no longer famous for its secretaries, 
‘though its wine is still in favour, 

Commanders of Defence Corps 

‘The authority of the magistrates 
was greatly strengthened some time, 
‘ago when’ they were made" com- 
manders of the loca! Paoantul or de- 
fence corps, and so could deal 
promptly with any bandits or lawless 
elements that might arise. This. 
‘authority has now been taken from. 
them and should they need assistance 
they must call upon the commander 
of the local troops for help, with the 
result that while the magisieate is 
responsible for maintaining order in, 
his distriet he has to depend upon the 
good will and co-operation of the 
Yocal_ commander. 

‘There is a prison attached to every 
‘Yamen and here again abuses are 
apt to creep in unless a vigilant 
watch is kopt, 

T know of one prison where it is 
gid that you can obtain anything 
‘you want, even singsong girls, so long 
‘as you have funds at your disposal. 
‘Another prison was dominated by a 
‘man who was serving a life sentence 
and not only did he gamble with the 
‘other prisoners but employed a secre- 
tary to keep his accounts. His. 
autocratic rule was ended when some, 
of the other prisoners filed a petition 
‘against him because he kept back 
their daily food allowance in order 
to compel them to pay their debts. 

‘The weak point of the system of 
district magistrates ig that they have 
to administer the law though, in most, 
‘cases, they are without legal training 
or knowledge. 

District courts are now being 
established in a number of places but 
‘until they cover the whole of the 
‘country, much of the administration 
of the law must romain in the hands 
of the magistrates. 

In conclusion it ‘may be said that 
the present day magistrates though 
not as picturesque as their predeces- 
sors, are probably more efficient and 
certainly have less opportunity to 
kua tl pit of “scrape the ground,’ 
term applied to the methods they 
used {o enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of the people.

Considerable friction has developed 
during the past weeks between the 
Huchow Electric Light Company and 
jsome of its customers. How the 
trouble started has not been made 
‘entirely clear, but it is reported that 
there has been, and is, a growing 
feeling that the charges for electricity, 
in Huchow are too high, belng, it is 
‘complained, higher than ‘at any other 
lace in this region, or in Soochow, 
Hangechow, and Shanghai, In more 
[prosperous limes this high price for 
electricity was not particularly. 
noticed, but in these days when every. 
copper’ has to be counted, every 
household and business firm begins to| 
‘question its outlay and try to decrease 
it 


‘A number of mills, factories, and 
‘other business firms ‘asked that the 
charge for lights and electricity be 
reduced. ‘Their request being denied, 
‘they refused to pay their light bills. 
‘One firm, owing over $3,000, declared 
that, instead of paying the company 
it Would turn this money over to 
the mayor for reliet work, Strange 
to say, such a procedure seems to 
have a kind of recognized legitimacy 
about it, although naturally much to 
the distaste of the creditor. In the 
case mentloned mediators were called, 
in and the matter adjusted tem- 
orarily at least, with the result, it is 
said, that the $3,000 goes to charity, 
but ‘the Electric Light Company gels 
the credit for the donation, 


Splendia Light Service in Huchow 


Huchow has a splendid light service. 
From year’s end to year's end there 
ig scarcely a hitch in ils operation. 
Speaking in a general way there 
‘seems little ground for criticism of 
the Light Company, unless it be, as 
alleged, in respect to its charges. 

By all accounts this season has been 
kind to the farmers. The silke crop 
was excellent and silk is now bring- 
ing a somewhat higher price than last 
year, although, of course, not any- 
‘thing like the price necessary to make 





vegetables and fruits, such as melons. 
of many varieties, water chestnuts, 
‘sweet potatoes, the taro, and the lotus 
Foot, are being garnered in profusion. 
‘There appears, indeed, no danger of 
a lack of food sufficient to satisty 
hhunger’s demands, Yet nobody is ex- 
pressing any particular cheerfulness 
‘over the outlook.

Every now and then a shop 
puts up its shutters and confesses its 
inability to struggle against adversity. 
Ready money is hard to get by any- 
‘one in clty or country.

Japan’s Common Interest 
with Britain in China

‘other countries concerned, any pro- 
posals can be framed which will help 
to restore stable and satisfactory con- 
ditions benefitting both China's ex- 
ort trade and foreign trade. Sir| 
Frederick hopes to come in contact 
‘with the most important British trad- 
ing interests in Shanghai, many of 
whose London representatives he 
already has seen—Reuter. 


“Common Interests” 


‘Yokohama, Sept. 6. 

“Japan and Britain have a common 
Interest in China, and the purpose 
of my visit to Japan is to discuss the

‘Japan, on its part, has dispatched 
technical advisers in road construc 
tion, agricultural experts, diplomats 
swimming coaches, scholars and busi- 
nessmen to assist in the development 
of Siam. 

‘Lest, however, this latest evidence 
‘of Japan’s spreading influence, com: 
ing at a time when the attention of 
the World Is focused on her policy| 
‘of expansion and domination in Asia, 
de grossly misunderstood, it should 
bbe mentioned here that’ there has 
been no deliberate effort on Japan's 
part to force this rapprochement. 

‘The truth is, incredible as it may! 
seem, that Japan, as late as in Octo- 
ber, 1983, deliberately or otherwise, 
acted to ‘curry the ill-will of Slam 
by shutting out Siamese rice from 
Japan. As this is the only important| 
item of export from that country to 
Nippon and as the measure was 
assed in the face af increasing 
Japanese exports to Siam as well as 
in the wake of Sim's friendly ges- 
ture in abstaining from voling against 
Japan at the League of Nations on 
the Manchurian question, this coun- 

unkind treatment of Siam was 
certainly uncalled for. 


Fear of Misunderstanding

‘Your correspondent eatled on Phra 
Mitraharm Raksha, the Siamese 
Minister in, Tokyo, last week to dis-

Surprised to learn that Siam was not 
offended by Japan's tariff restrictions. 

“We realize,” the minister doclared, 
“that Japan was faced with a grave 
internal crisis as a result of her farm 
problem, and was forced to shut out 
Imports of rice. Moreover, Japan 
‘has done its best 10 make up for the 
‘unequal. balance and is at.” present 
conducting investigations into the 
possibility of importing Slamese pro- 
duets. 

“The prospects in this respect, 
Phra Raksha continued, “and extreme! 
bright. ‘Thus far Siam has exported 
only a small quantity of raw cotton, 
wood and mineral resources but 
efforts are being concentrated on the 
exploitation of Siam’s vast. untapped. 
Fesources particularly in the realm 
of cotton growing. 

“According to American cotton ex-| 
ports Siam ranks with Texas as the| 
‘most suited area in the world for the| 
growing of cotton. At least a third 
of Siam ean be utilized for the grow- 
ing of cotton. We have al 
engaged two experts, an American, 
Dr. Pendleton from the Philippines, 
and a Japanese, Dr. Mihara, to assist 
‘usin growing cotton.”

Cotton from Siam 


In view of the great drop in raw, 
silk exports from Japan’ to the 
United States as a result of the 
development of the rayon industry, 
Japan's trade balance with the 
United States is much in favour of 
the latter country. It is no secret 
that Japan is endeavouring to reduce 
her cotton imporis from America. to| 
off-set this adverse balance and that 
she will be only too willing to pur~ 
chase more raw cotton from Siam. 

‘The bulk of Japanese exports to 
Siam s made up of cotton goods, 
rubber goods and sundry articles. The 
Significant thing about this is’ that| 
Japan's exports have been incressing| 
‘at a phenomenal rate, 

Unlike other countries which have 
an unfavourable balance with Japan, 
moreover, Slam is not complaining. 
‘The reason is that Siam must have 
industrial products and prefers those 
which are cheap. 

“Being an Independent country! 
Siam will not be influenced ‘bythe 
desires of other countries at whose 
cost Japan's trade expansion into 
Siam has been made,” Phra Raksha 
declares. “As long as Japan is able| 
to supply better products» more| 
cheaply we will buy from he 

This, of course, may be  mere| 
diplomacy. It is not at all unlikely 
that the powers that bein Siam at

cheaply. Hitherto Italy, Great Britain 
and France have had tnost of Siam’s| 
orders. ‘The reason the country is 
shifting its orders to Japan is because 
it has noted the remarkable strides 
in Japanese industry, the excellence 
of this country's products and their 
cheapness. 

In other matters also, according to| 
Phra Raksha, Siam is seeking Japan's 
guidance, Th the realm of sports, 
Particularly in swimming, has Siam 
noted how the Japanese, despite their 
small physique, “have "defeated the| 
mermen of Western countries. 

‘Attributing this to skill in training! 
‘and the fighting spirit of the Japanese, 
the Siamese have decided to invite 
Japanese coaches to train Siamese 
‘swimmers, 

Agricultural Experts Wanted 


Again, in an altogether different] 
realm, agriculture, the Siamese have 
noted the remarkable progress made 
by Japan. To-day Japanese farms 
yiold more per acre than that of any 
‘other country in the world. So Japan 
hhas been requested to send several 
agricultural experts to Siam. 

‘Still another province in_which| 
Siam aspires to follow Japan is road 
construction. Following the destruc- 
tion of ‘Tokyo and Yokohama in the: 
earthquake of 1923, Japan set itselt 
fon laying out a net-work of concrete 
and asphalt streets, something which 
was regarded as extremely difficult 
because of the natural dampness of 
Japanese soll which is perfectly’ 
‘ulted for rice paddies but scarcely 
for the laying of concrete roads. 

‘Noting the success of the Japanese, 
the Siamese who are confronted with 
the same type of rice paddy soil, have 
recently hired several Japanese road| 
construction experts to plan the 
laying out. of the municipal road 
system in the country. i 

‘In military affairs, also, Siam is 
anxious to obtain the guidance of 
Japan, A mission of 15 army officers, 
hhas been studying the Japanese army | 
sysiem during the past few months| 
‘while a naval mission, recently arrived, 








patching of army and naval advisers 
to Siam should surprise no one. 

‘Although the Siamese steadfastly: 
‘maintain that this sudden interest in 
JJapan has nothing to do with rumours 
Circulated in this country that Siam 
Seeks to rid itself of British, Chinese 
‘and French domination, a good many 
Japanese are inclined to. feel that 
there is some foundation in these re- 
ports. As a matter of fact some! 
circles delight in imagining that Siam’ 
is under foreign yoke and that this 
country is imbued with the duty of 
helping Siam shake this off. 

‘Under No Yoke 

‘The truth of the matter is that 
‘although Slam has been rather un- 
fortunate in its early foreign associa- 
tions, the country is far from being 
under the yoke of any nation to-day. 

“That,” Phra Raksha, who a sense| 
of humour, told me in commenting| 
‘on printed’ reports that Japan was 
to help Siam shake off its foreign 
yoke, “is a good yoke.” 

It is more likely that Siam’s over- 
tures to Japan are due partly to her 
‘genuine ‘admiration of this country, 
‘and partly to obiain Japanese sup- 
port for the present administration. 
‘There are, it is well to remember, a 
‘good many revolutions in Siam a 
it is a good thing for the government 
Jn power fo have friends on the out 
side. 

‘The record of its early relations 
with foreign countries has not been’ 
a very bright page in Siam’s history. 
To France Siam lost a large section 
of her northern provinces, including 
Canibodia. England took an. im-| 
portant slice of her southern prov- 
inees and China to-day controls| 
practically the whole of Siam's com- 
/merce and most of her private wealth. 

So the Japanese take delight in 
recalling an incident which took place 
‘early this year. It was sometime in 
March that this country announced| 
that its training squadron would call 
at Bangkok. England and France, 
‘say the Japanese accounts, were con- 











‘ships would call on friendly missions. 

According {o the Japanese, the re- 
‘ception which the Siamese accorded 
the vessels of the three counteles is 
perhaps an indication of public feel- 
ing in that country tewards these 
respective nations. 





French squadron was the first 
to arrive. Ten Siamese army planes| 
were sent out to greet _the visitors. 
Next to come were the British. This 
time twenty planes soared into the| 
skies. Finaly the Japanese ships 
moved up towards Bangkok and it 
was a topic of considerable discus- 
‘sion as to how many planes Siam 
would send out to greet their new 
ally. 

“French and British diplomats,” so| 
the Japanese accounts relate, “were 
fabbergasted as they looked up into 
the skies the morning the Japanese| 
ships put into port, More than 100 
army and civilian planes circled over 
Nippon's vessels. and zoomed their 
welcome.” 

‘The question which occurs to. in- 
terested observers is whether Siam 
will be any more fortunate in its 
relations with Japan than with the 
other countries with which It has had 
‘close association, 

‘With a land area the size of France, 
‘Siam has a population of only 13 
(000,000. It realizes, for this reason, 
that it must remain an agricultural 
country for at least $0 years or until 
{t has a population of at least £0,000 


Despite the Japanese restriction 
against Siamese rice, Siam is anxious 
to purchase Japanese industrial pro- 
ucts which admittedly are cheap. On 
the other hand, although its _most| 
favourable trade balance is with China, 
which imports 100,000,000 yen _ot' 
Siamese rice and Sth each year and 
‘exports little, Siam is not as grateful 
to the Chinese as one would im- 
agine. 

‘The answer is that the 500,000 Chi-_ 
‘nese merchants, who do all of this 
trade and who control practically the 
whole of Siam's business besides, send 
‘more than half of their profits 
year to China in cash." When one 
‘considers how thrifty the Chinese are 
the full import of what this means 
to a poor country like Siam will be 
realised, 

‘So far Japan has no capital invested 
in Siam. British investments. pre- 
‘dominate and have a practical mono- 
poly in the railway, forestry and zine 
mining industries.” France controls’ 
the gold mines in Southern Siam 
while the bulk of the capital invested 
in the power industry is Belgian and 
Danish. Commerce, as has already! 
been noted, is completely in the 
shands of the Chanese. 

How Japan will wedge into this 
preserve and what will be the, con.

FOREIGN TRADE OF 
MANCHOUKUO 


Great Britain Doubles 
Previous Figures 
‘Frost Oun Own Comrsroneenr 


Harbin, Aug. 27. 

‘The statistics now published by the 
Manchoukuo Department of Finance 
show that the foreign trade of the 
Jcountry for the first six months of 
1935 has increased in value by the 
large sum of Yuan 28,074,000, ‘Ma 
choukuo dollars, against that ot the 
corresponding period of last year, 
this being a most satisfactory state of 
affairs and also boding well tor the 

future prosperity of the New State. 
‘Taking ‘the for’ exports and 
imports, these are not so satisfactory 
froia a ‘financial point of view as the 
imports exceed the exports by a sum 
Jot Yuan 72,950,310. 

‘The total turnover was Yuan 523, 
1535820 of which exports comprised 
[Yuan 225,292,755 and imports Yuan 
298,249,055, but the excess of imports 
/must be attributed to the great con- 
struction policy of the government, 
the new railways that are being laid 
down in all directions and which later 
‘on must add to the agricultural area 
‘and thus increase exports. 

In comparison with the frst six 
months of 1934 exports have dropped 
‘by Yuan 20,000,000 and imports have 
increased by Yuan 30,120,000. It mt 
falso be borne in ‘mind ‘that the| 
jdemand for Manchoukuo staples 
has fallen off owing to the general 
world depression and the increase 
{in the population has eaused a greater 
‘demand locally for wheat which can- 
not possibly be exported at the prices, 
now ruling in Manchoukuo, besides 
which ‘the duty on flour has given 
‘more business to local flour mills. 

‘As always soya beans represented 
the main item of exports, but the total 
was only 6,000,000 piculs, represent 
ing a fall in value of Yuan 7,000,000 
‘as compared with the same period 
last year. Millet showed a decrease In 
‘exports of over 50 per cent. principal- 
ly owing to the greater local demand, 
‘Notwithstanding the increased area 
under wheat and the consequent gain 
in erop in 1994, the principal item of 
import was wheat flour, this being 
Valued at Yuan 32,799,800, thus proving, 
that a very much larger area might 
bbe sown with wheat provided foreign 
flour can be kept out of the country. 

‘The imporis of construction 
materials, including iron, steel, 
Jgement and machinery amounted 10 
‘Yuan 62,000,000 representing about 22 
per cent. of the tolal imports and 
indicating an increase of 10 per cent, 

British Trade Increases 

‘The largest volume in foreign trade 
is naturally done by including 
‘Korea, this being valued’ at Yuan 
340,006,000 representing about 60 per 
cent, of the entire trade turnover 
with foreign countries. China ranks 
Second and is followed by Germany, 
the United States and Great Britain, 
‘while the most extraordinary point 
is that Great Britain increased her 
trade with Manchoukuo by 100 per 
‘cent. this being principally due to 
‘exports to that country, principally. 
suya beans. 

‘Though Mr. Bronson Rea, Coun- 
sellor of the Manchoukuo ‘Foreign 
Office states that the people of the 
‘United States are not interested in 
Manchoukuo and that it has no real 
‘business connection with Manchoukuo, 
the foreign trade Aigues of the country 
Prove that the United States is the 
fourth in that line and though this 
Is almost entirely represented by m= 
ports into the country, surely the 
American shippers do not wish to 
‘lose the maket altogether. ‘The Man- 
‘choukuo products which America im- 
ports consist principally of furs aa 
‘America is a farming country and 
does not require beans or wheat. 

‘The country whose foreign trade 
turnover with Manchoukuo should

Maneeuvres in North Pacific 
To End on October 5 


Tokyo, Sept, 4,

‘One of the most notorious cases of 
“anti-British” activity that marked 
‘the bad times of 1925-6 was the wrest- 
ing from. the English Presbyterian 
Mission here of the Anglo-Chinese 
College, which that Mission had or- 
ganized and carried on for twenty 
years in accordance with a trust 
formed by the founder, a wealthy 
Chinese gentleman, The College prop- 
erty was for a time occupied by the 
coterie of patriotic youth who made 
themselves heirs to it; and when they 
had fully demonstrated their in- 
capacity to carry on a school, the 
‘municipality stepped in, took’ over 
the property, and made it a municipal 
‘middie’ school.

Tn a manner suggesting the latest 
‘gangster film a band of armed Chi- 
nese walked into the loading yard of 
the "Post OMlee, “North Szechuen 
Road, in, broad daylight on Monday, 
mowed down three employees with 
fire from automatics, and selzed bags 
containing $91,000 in bank-notes and 
coins. They escaped in a stolen hire 
[car driven by one of their conted 
fates, which was walting with motor 
running in Tiendong Road outside the 
back entrance to the yard, 

One of the three employees, a coolie, 
died instantly. He had been ‘wounded 
four times. Another died in St. 
Luke's Hospital during the afternoon 
Jand the third remains there in critical 
condition with two bullet wounds in 
his body. 

‘The dead coolie, Yuan Ping-hsu, 
had been in the employ of the Post 
Office for several years. The two 
Jother victims are Lu Sui-ling ana 
‘Chou Yoh-san, postal guards. 

Ttwas the frst time in its history that 
the central Post Ofice had been looted 
by armed robbers and the speed and 
precision with which the crime was 
carried" out suggested that the roh- 
bers were thoroughly famiiiar with 
the procedure followed in trans- 
ferring money to the bank. ‘The loot, 
representing collections from some 
‘of the 32 postal sub-offices in Shang 
hal, was largely in $5 and $10 notes 
‘and no record of the numbers was 
kept. 








‘Money Being Transferred 
It_was shortly after 930 am. 
when “the money was being taken 
from the Post Office treasury in the 
ullding tnto the loading yard to be 
placed ina safe contained in -the 
armour-plited van used for collec- 
tions and transfers to the Postal 
Savings Bank. ‘The yard was full of, 
people, including Chinese police with 
rifles, ‘and it is believed that the 
bandits had been there for some 
time, mixing with the crowd, before 
elt opportunity came.

What followed transpired su 
quickly that the witnesses of the 
affair had scarcely time to catch 
thelr breath.

Sale of Notes Controlied 
Reports published in the Chinese 
Presson Friday that the Finance 
‘Ministry proposes to establish a bank- 
note printing plant in Shanghai, with 
a capital of over $1,000,000, and with 
‘American technical assistance, and 
that the sale of banknote paper al- 
rendy is a Government. monopol 
‘were modified by officials of the 
‘Ministry when questioned yesterday. 
It was pointed out that, for the pur- 
ose of preventing the printing of 
unauthorized paper currency, the 
Finance Ministry recently issued an 
order instructing the Central ‘Trust 
‘of China to take charge of the paper 
imported by China for printing banke 
notes. Any bank in China wishing to 
use the imported paper for printing 
notes must apply to the Finance 
Ministry for permission. Having 
given its permission, the Ministry will 
instruct the Central ‘Trust to release 
the imported paper and the quantity 
will be decided according to the needs 
Of the parties concerned. 

At present, banks print thelr notes 
of $1 or higher denominations in 
foreign countries, only subsidiary 
notes being printed in China, When 
@ printing company receives orders 
for the printing of notes, they. will 
have to apply to the Central ‘Trust 
(which already has started its fune~ 
tions) for the purchase of the paper 
required and the ‘Trust will investi- 
fate whether this has received the 
approval of the Finance Ministry be- 
fore releasing the banknote paper 
to the printing company. ‘This will 
enable the Government to prevent the 
printing of unauthorized paper money, 
but it is different from a Government 
‘monopoly. 

Regarding the establishment of a 
]Government-controlied banknote print- 
jing plant, Chinese ofMcials stated 
that recently a proposal was approved 
by the Ministry for the removal of 
the Ministry's printing bureau In Pel 
ping to Shanghal, This bureau will 
be enlarged after its removal and 
will receive all Government orders 
for the printing of banknotes, docu 
ments, ele, Nothing definite, how- 
ever, ‘was mentioned and the local 
agenis of the American Banknote 
Company, two exports of which were 
said to have been invited to China, re- 
fused to say anything on this point 
when questioned.

Council Approves Report of 
Rickshaw Board 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
‘met last Wednesday afternoon for the 
first time after the recess, Mr. H, E.

‘A report on the licensing of public 
rickshaw pullers was submitted to 
the Counell by the Chairman of the 
Rickshaw Board, Mr. P. W. Massey. 
‘This report showed that licensing of 
pullers ‘ceased on July 81, the total 
umber licensed being 37135, Re- 
gistration of unlicensed pullers beg: 
fon August 1 and closed on August 
31 with a total of 4,909. Tt was sug- 
esied that the licensing station. be 
re-opened to registered pullers, and 
in that event it'was probable” that 
by the end of October between 41,000 
‘and 42,000 pullers would be licensed, 
while “the (otal rejected as unfit 
would probably be from 1,100. to 
1,200.

“Le Journal de Shanghai,” the 
French ‘local daily paper, on ‘Thurs 
day commented favourably upon the 
leading article which appeared, on 
Seplember 3 in the “North-China 
Dally News” entitled “Need for 
Action." 

‘After summarizing the article, which 
emphasized the need for reform in 
the administration of the International 
Settlement, the “Journal” went on to 
make the following remarks:— 

We have no wish to argue with the 
conelusions of our contemporary 
whose judgment Is unquestionable. 
But we shall content ourselves with 
4 few remarks some of which will be 
in perfect agreement with those of 
the "North-China Daily News 

It is an incontestable fact that the 
‘modernization of China and the sue- 
cess of the Kuomintang are due in 
great measure (0 the existence of he 
foreign Settlements. It is also an in- 
disputable fact that progress in China 
would be retarded were these foreign 
Settlements suddenly to disappear. 
‘That is why we have always had the 
conviction, when defending the Settle- 
ments against attacks by, political 
demagogues—who would not have 
come into existence if there had been 
ho foreign Seltlements—that we are 
‘not acting in any way prejudicial to 
the true interests of China and that 
Chinese of common sense will agre: 
with us. 

We regret, therefore, that the sur- 
renders made by these foreign Seltle- 
ments have greally exceeded what 
hhad been required by urgent clrcum- 
stances. In more than one instance, 
they had given way to bluff.” And 
‘when it happens that too much had 
heen given away, it was not because 
the attack was irresistible but because 
the situation had not been properly 
understood and thore was lack of will 
fand trust. Besides, the methods 
adopted have not, perhaps, been al- 
Ways good, Judging by the results 

Consular Body's Power? 

According to the Land Regulations, 
the Shanghai Municipal Counell has. 
‘administrative authority but no polili- 
feat authority. When a question of 
[sovereign rights or authorily arises, 
it is the Consular Body which has 
the qualifteation to take up matter 
with the Chinese authorities. 

However, during the past few years, 
we find that political problems of a 
most important eharacter have been 
@ealt with dircet by representatives 
‘of the Council with the Chinese au- 
thorities. The Consular Body is often 
consulted only after an affair has been 
settied: then its approval is asked for. 

Now, it should be well noted that 
fn ‘more ‘than one” instance, the, 
Couneil, in the course of negotiations, 
ad made concessions which were re- 
garded as. excessive. 

In January, 1992, was it not the 
[Defence Committee created by the 
International. Settlement which pre- 
maturely proclaimed a state of cmer-

Diminution of Authority 

Hos not the Shanghai Municipal 
‘Council very often discussed with the 
|Chinese authorities the question of the 
enforcement of Chinese laws and re- 
gulations in the Seltiement? And 
this results in a fresh diminution of 
the authority of the Couneil and the 
Settlement finds itself being slowly 
but surely nibbled away. Our con- 
temporary speaks of a mined position. 
‘The term is exact. But where are the 
sappers? 

‘As’ for the Chinese consolidated 
taxes, collected on the security of 
certain local Chinese loans made 10 
foreign establishments, here again it 
was the Shanghai Municipal Council 
which had conducted the negotiations. 

Its the Shanghai Municipal Couneil 
which had concluded an agreement 
‘with the Chinese Customs permitting 
the Customs to earry out actual Potico 
activities in the Settlement. ‘These 
activities, as everybody knows, have 
given rise to extraordinary judicial 
Jcomplications. Tt was, doubtless, for 
these reasons that certain foreign 
‘elements have reproached the Council 
with having, at times, anticipated the 
desiderata of the other side. 

‘Outside Reads Problem 

As regards the problem of extra- 
‘Settlement reads, it has been divided 
Into two parts in the plan of estab- 
ishing a northern zone (which will 
be under the influence of Japanese) 
and a western zone (Sino-foreign). A. 
laboured discussion has been going 
fon between the Council and the 
/Shanghai City Government for more 
than two years. 

Tt has been said that mone of these 
excessive concessions have brought 
any real benefit {o China. The rend 
tion of the Mixed Courts was an 
indirect cause—but_ a very efleacious 
fone—of the hostilities in Shanghsi. 
In the Far East as elsewhere thre arc 
persons who draw chestnuts out of| 
the fire for others. 

‘Our contemporary expresses tho 
hope that the Powers concerned will 
give a little more atteation te the Far 
East in general and to the foreign 
Settlements of Shanghai in particular. 
Tt is quite right. Others demand that 
in the meantime the slipping of un- 
warranted surrenders on the gradient 
will cease. 

Such are, with the Japanese claims. 
the tendencies of the new civic spirit

Mr. Gene Rouben Tells of His Experiences on 


Thrilling Voyage

Venture, he got it, and he is quite 
willing to. go through itll’ again, 
provided he can find a suitable boat 
‘Ala teasonable price.

Mr. William “S$. Gates, formerly 
a iieutenant in the U.S. Navy, and 
Mr. H. G. Wrede, a German.’

‘Their enforced 
Stay In Formosa lost them the chanee 
to cross the Bashi Channel under 
favourable conditions, The south-west

tremendous seas and for five days, 
buffeted and battered, their rudder 
broken, and thelr eratt continually 
Jeaking, thoy drifted helplessly out 
into the Pacific. On the third day, 
whilst, in this helpless plight, they 
sighted an oll-tanker, ‘Their food was 
running short and they did overy- 
thing in thelr power to attract 
attention. "She lay about. th 
four miles distant,” Mr, Rouben said. 
T could see her outline plainly, but 
she, either did not or would not soe

RECALLED 


Mr. R. Richardson to Receive 
U.S. Government's Thanks. 


‘The gratitude of the U.S. Govern- 
ment to those who took part in the 
nescue of the crew of the USS. 
Fulton, which on March 14, 1934, 
‘was burnt out_amidships, will be 
expressed on Seplombert'14 ‘when 
Mr. J. Richardson, one of those who 
took part in tho rescuc, ‘will be 
presented with a pair of binoculars in 
Fecogmnition of his sorvices. 

‘At that time Mr. Richardson wis 
Sra engineer in the ss. Tsinan, the 
first ship to go to the rescue of the 
helpless “American gunboat. Distress 
tockels. fired from the 6s, ‘Tsinan 
Drought HLMS. Wishart hurrying to 
the scene—Bias Bay—and the entice 
crew of the USS, Fulton, under the 
most © difficult» conditions, were 
rescued. 

‘Mr, Richardson is at present serv 
ing in the 88, Szechuen, which sailed 
for séuth China ports on Sep- 
tember I. His ship will be back 
in’ port today. ‘The presentation 
igo take place at the British 
Consulate at a friendly gathering to 
which members of the US. Navy 
‘and Messrs, Butterfield & Swire, the 
Tocal agents of the ss. Tsinan, have 
been invited, 

‘Shortly after the rescue of the 
crew of USS. Fulton the U.S. Gov-

‘There they were 
marooned for 25 days, existing en- 
tirely on sweet potatoes and rice 
Jwhich they obtained from the natives. 

A Strange Encounter 

Later, when they were ogal 
stranded on a small island, they met 
Gen, Parker—Mr. Rouben was un- 
fable to give his, inilisls—who was 
‘surveying the islands in the hope of 
finding one suitable for turning into 
fan, aerodrome. 
parly gave them what assistance they 
could, But they were unable to do 
much! 

Tk was shortly afterwards that, en- 
[countering heavy seas they beached The 
Flying Dutchman, but were unable to 
‘rag her far enough up from the 
shore, and the waves reached her 
‘and smashed her against the rocks, 
breaking her botiom and badly dam- 

ing the cabin. 

"Twenty-six days later a steamer, 
which visited the Island on which 
they ‘were stranded once in three 
months, picked them up. Mr. Rouben 
wanted to take The Flying Dutchman 

‘k with them, but the captain did 
not want to wall, as the weather 
conditions were bed, 

‘Shark Infested Waters 

‘Mr. Rouben sald that the water 
‘among these islands and even those 
fof southern Formosa ig shark- 
Infested. Off one of the islands, when 
fhe went down to examine the an- 
chor of the keteh, a huge monster 
came towards him, but he managed 
to scramble back into the ‘boat. in 
time. ‘The next day, he refused to, 
}g0 down, but on the following day, 
thinking’ the water would be clear, 
fhe against went below only to be 
chased back into the boat again 

Speaking of thelr exporience at 
Formosa he said they were forced 
Into Casawan Bay by bad. weather. 
‘The Japanese told them if they came 
ashore they could get. fresh water, 
but as soon as they stepped ashore 
they were presented with warrants 
for thelr arrest. ‘The charge against 
them at first was espionage, but later. 
when the authorities could not find 
anything in the boat to support the 
charge, it was changed to anchoring 
in a closed port. They were Im= 
Drisoned first in Taito for five days, 
during which they were not 
‘mitted to communicate with -the| 
American consular authorities, Then 
they were sent to Giran, where they 
Jstood thelr trial. "Tt ‘consisted of 
pure eross-examination,” Mr. Rouben 
said. “As a result, they had to pay

their food whilst in prison.

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ST. AUBIN FLOATING 
ONCE MORE 


Tughoat Rises to Surface of 
iver After Six Months 


‘The tug boat St, Aubin, which was 
sunk in a collision on the river last 
March 8, was afloat last Wednesday 
morning, and moved further “down 
stream to a point off Washing Road 
jetty. "While there Is yet some more 
to be done on her before the work of 
Fecommissioning her begins, the major 
part of the laborious task of raising 
her from the bottom of the river has 
been completed. * 

‘Work on the raising began six 
‘weeks ago after preliminary sur 
veys had been made. The result of 
these surveys showed that the St, 
Aubin could not be raised directly, 
fas had first been thought, for the 
reason that any strain on’ her hull 
would immediately snap her. in two, 
and all chance of recommissioning 
ner would be ost, 











Dragged Along Bottom 
As a result it was necessary to 
‘drag her down the river and closer 
Inshore to a point where the water 
wag shallow enough to permit en- 
gineers to patch up the hole in her 
‘side, and install pumps to pump the 
sr out of her hull. When this 
was done it was believed, rightly, 
that the ship would almost be able 
to float of her own accord, and with 
only a tittle help from the huge der 
ricks that were brought down to 
Assist in the raising. 

‘The work of towing her down the 
river was a Ucklish one. ‘She was 
pulled a few inches off the bottom 
of the river, but not so far as to 
strain her eel, ‘Then, with two tugs 
‘of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter Co. 
pulling her, she started on‘her trip 
down the river, bumping alons on 
the bottom but ‘progressing steadily, 
She was towed more than an eighth 
of a mile, and closed inshor 
from ‘the’ main line of th 
traffic where she had remained for 
150 long a menace to navigation, 

‘The St, Aubin then had the hole 
in her side repaired, and the pumps 
installed, ‘The pumping out of the 
water resulted in an accident that 
almost ruined chances of. salvaging 
her completely. She tipped over on 
fone side, and it was necessary to 
build a platform on the opposite side 
‘of the boat and weigh it down with 
sacks of sand to balance her. 

‘This being done, the rest was cor 
paratively easy. ‘With three pumps 
working at full speed, the St. Aubin 
gradually came to the surface, and 
yesterday, with a tug at her’ side, 
moved further down the river to 
where the final repairs will take 
place. She will be taken into dry- 
dock, where she will be completely 
overhauled, repainted, and made 
ready again for river service, 


Long Operation 
‘Tho raising of the St, Aubin brings 
to a close a long operation that 
‘began in the dawn of Friday mor 
ing, March 8, when the tug, on its 
way to meet a steamer, collided with 
the China Merchants’ Kiang Shun, 
damaging her severely above the 


























water line, buckling her water 
plates. 
‘The St. Aubin got the worst of 


the collision, She sank in a fow 
seconds, and’ the escape of all mem- 
bers of her crew was little short of 
miraculous. Firemen, down below, 
had barely time to seramble to the 
deck and swarm tip ropes to the deck 
of the Kiang Shun, which imme- 
diately swung along side, members 
her crew tossing ropes down to the 
St. Aubin, 

‘The last four men to leave the tug 
were the captain and three of his 
men, They lett only after the decks 
of the St Aubin were awash, and 
‘she went down in 30 fect of water, 
‘The four men were picked up by 
[sampans from the shore, 

‘The St. Aubin is 471 tons, with 
1,200 hip. engines, and is 195 fect 
Tong with a beam’ of 29 fect,

MEASURING THE MOSQUITO MENACE HERE 


‘Human Beings, All Sorts 


of Animals, Used as Bait 


in Experimental Station

Mosquitoes—those whining insects 
whieh plague Shanghai most unre- 
Tentingly about this time of year— 
have become the object of a deter- 
mined “scientifle investigation, in 
stigaled by the Division of Pathologi- 
‘eal Sciences, at the Henry Lester In- 
stitule of Medical Research, Certain 
erudite men of science, led by Dr. 
R. C. Robertson and Dr. Stephen Hu, 
have developed a highly efficient or- 
ganization for dealing with these 
winged oriminals who violate Shang- 
hal’s sleep, which is comparable to 
America’s Bureau of Investigation and 
“G" Men attack on crime. ‘The main 
difference is that the approach (0 
the mosquito problem i stilt primarily 
in the stage of investigation. 

‘At the litle town of Kaochiao, near 
Shanghal, a fleld laboratory has been 
established. ‘The locale was chosen 
partly because of the prevalence of 
‘malaria and partly because a Rural 
Health Station of the Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai is there located, 
with which the mosquito fleld station 
can collaborate to advantage, 


Among the many interesting and 
valuable experiments which are eon- 
stantly In progress, there is a man- 
baited trap set for mosquitoes to 
determine the biting habits of the 
various species, Ina small room 
with four windows, a man is placed 
protected by a netting. At the end of 
every hour, during this special ex- 
periment, the bait is awakened by an 
‘alarm clock and promptly closes. the 
windows and captures all mosquitoes 
which have flown into the trap dur- 
Ing that particular period of the day, 
‘The insects are stored away to be 
later identified and studied in order 
that data may be acquired as to which 
of the Afteen local species are most 
deserving of dissection. Having pers 
formed his duty the bait reopens the 
windows and returns to his regularly 
Interrupted sleep. 
Different Animals Bitten 


‘To determine the mosquitoes’ biting 
preferences, Dr. Hu filled a particular 
enclosure with all sorts of domestic 
animals, household fowl, and a man,

By allowing the mosquitoe 
range of choice, it was pose 
sible to determine roughly “whether 
the animals were preferred to {ho 
man, and if so, which of the animal 
were considered particularly  desiz- 
able. The experiment necessitated a 
controlled number of mosquitoes. and 
very close observation of proceedings. 

‘The various possible breedin 
at Kaochiso are constantly under sur 
veiliance in order to accumulate exact 
data on where and when the different 
species increase their aggravating| 
number. 

Many other experiments are bemy 
carried out, all for the purpose. of

Flephantiasis 


Pilariasis is a disease caused when 
a minute blood worm is» taken trom 
the blood of a human being by a 
mosquito’s bite and developed throught 
various stages to full and infectious 
‘maturity within the mosquito to he 
reinjected into some victim whose 
lymph duets may thereby be blocked, 
often giving rise to that extraordin- 
‘ary condition called elephantiasis, 
manifested by an enormously swollen| 
limb with very coarse skin.» This 
disease exists in the Shanghal region. 

‘The mosquito is also the bearer of 
fa disease called dengue which, al- 
though absent from Shanghai for some 
years, has a peculiar way of breaking 
forth ‘after a period of quiescence, $0 
that there is always the possibility of 
fan epidemic. ‘The person bitten by: 
the insect becomes ill with an acute 
non-contagious fever, accompanied by 
the unpleasant sensation that all the 
bones in the body are gradually, 
breaking. 

‘Yellow fever is probably the most 
dangerous mosquito-borne disease,” 
state Dr. Robertson and Dr. Hu in 
their pamphlet on “Mosquito Control,” 
“Fortunately this disease has so. far 
not been introduced t the China 
coast, although the species of mos- 
quite’ capable of transmitting the: 
Gisease is present. It may be of in 
terest to note that epidemiologists are 











port by air shortens the time of travel,

endemic centres, such as the West 
[Coast of Africa, to other regions by 
airplanes. Should the virus ever be 
carried to India or China the con- 
sequences might be appalling indeed. 
‘The Alt Menace 


“It is rather curious that man's 
‘advancement in conquering time and 
‘space by means of alr-travel may re- 
sult, in’ serious consequences to the 
health of millions of people. It is to 
be hoped that infected mosquitoes, 
carrying yellow fever do not become 
minded.” ‘The slower travel by 
boat at least allows yellow fever cases 
to be recognized before the vessel has 
gone very far, so that quarantine mea 
Jsures can be taken. ‘Travel made 
Possible at the great speed of aero- 
planes may conceivably allow yellow 
fever cases to arrive in distant eities 
before the symptoms are perceivable. 
‘The centre of the city is compara- 
tively free of mosquitoes of all types 
nd ‘since malaria and Mlariasis are 
Jehiefly rural diseases, it was consider: 
Jed that a fleld study would be of more 
Fesearch value than an intensive 
Survey of the densely populated arcos 
where the diseases may be most pre- 
valent. It is also difficult to deter 
mine exactly where the mobile city 
dweller who contracts a mosquito- 
borne disease, became infected, 
Engorged females (it ig only the 
female of the species that bites) 
caught from human dwellings, were 




















brought back to the entomalogiea! 
laboratory at Shanghal to. be 
examined, 


At the ‘field laboratory they were 
stored in an iee-box, and during 
Summer weather were brought to 
Shanghai in a portable ice-chamber. 
‘They were then incubated in a 
breeding room at the laboratory’ for 
‘about two weeks to allow time for 
the parasites in the mosquitoes to 
develop to the infective stage, Follow- 
ing oll Unis, the mosquitoes were 
dissected to detect the possible pres- 
Jence of parasites within. 


Alt Species Examined 


Mosquitoes of all species obtainable 
have also been fed ‘on human sub- 
Sects whose blood tests show a high 

falence of the innocuous Mitte 
rofilaria. “By later dissecting the 
mosquitoes it was possible to deter 
mine to what degree the parasites: 
develop in the mosquitoes, and thus 
which species are the most’ dangerous 
carriers of Mlariasis, 

No doubt, many Shanghailanders 
have often’ seen Chinese on the 
streets, more especially in rural dis- 
triets, ‘with enormously swollen legs. 
This "condition elephantiasis), for 
whieh no cure has yet been found, 
has for some time occupied the 
attention of Dr, Stephen Hu at the 
Lester Institute. Having found that. 
the disease, along with other deplor- 
able maladies, is brought on by a 
parasite which only reaches the in- 
festive stage within a mosquito, he 
hhas conducted experiments with’ the 
object of determining the degree of 
danger from this souree, 

‘The results of his experiments in- 
dicate that the common species of 
small brown night-biting mosquito is 
‘most susceptible to infection which 
in turn indicates that the most fre- 
‘quent night visitor may be a dan- 
gerous enemy. ‘The question of which 
‘mosquitoes are capable of develop- 
ing thie innocuous undeveloped form 
of the parasite which human beings 
often carry, was answered by allow- 
ing mosquitoes of various species to 
bite human subjects whose blood 
tests showed the prevalence of the 
undeveloped form. In many ‘of the 
species of mosquitoes thus tested, the 
parasites died or reached various 
Stages of development, but it Is the 
[Culex pipiens (most common type of 
mosquito) in which full development 
to the dangerous infective stage Is 
reached most frequently, 


Malarla Mosquito 


The malaria-carrying mosquito can 
be identified by ils speckled wings. 
Also, in biting, it appears to be 
diving into the’ skin surface. When 
fone sees a mosquito taking such an 
altitude, it is advisable to slap the 
creature without loss of time. 

‘The striped mosquito is often mis- 
taken for the malaria species, but is 
in reality what is often calied the 
Uiger-mosquito which confines ity bit- 
Ing to the daytime, Is not a carrier of 
‘malaria, and has been found by Dr. 
Hu to be incapable of developing the 
Mlaria to the mature stage where it 
becomes a menace. 

‘The big black ‘mosquito seldom 
bites human beings but when it does 
Indulge Ina snack from a human 
source, an alarmingly large welt 
results’ which may lead the-vietim to 
believe that spiders and 
have been at him.

‘A rather strange phenomenon has 
been found to exist in that the little 
‘blood parasites which some humans 
Jearry, come to the surface of the 
blood’ at night, mostly during the 
late hours about eleven or midnight, 
This is very convenient for the night.

Parasite may develop to the infective 
stage. A drop of blood taken (ex- 
perimentally) at noon has been found 
to be devold of the parasite (miero- 
Maria) while a drop taken Tate at 
fight from the same individual, has 
been found to be fairly swarming 
with them. In other countries where 
the mosquitoes most capable of 
developing the parasites are day- 
biting, the parasites come to the sur- 
face of the blood during the day. 


Prisoners as Subjects 

Dr. Stephen Hu, unable to ask 
people at random for a spot of blood 
during the Inte hours of the night 
‘and yet wishing to determine the 
prevalence of the minute undeveloped 
form of the parasite in people about 
‘Shanghai, resorted to an examination 
fof the prisoners at Paoshan. The blood 
tests of the 146 prisoners, twelve 
miles north of Shanghai, showed that 
27 of them, or 185 per cent,, were 
harbouring ‘the parasite. 

In explaining the nature of their 
approach, Dr. Robertson and Dr. Hu 
state in ‘the “China Journal” that 
“while malaria prevention campaigns 
‘can indeed be carried on by employ- 
ing certain measures which are of 
general application, a careful survey 
‘has many advantages. First, it en- 
fables the most appropriate measures 
to be elaborated to deal with a local 
situation, “Secondly, a knowledge of 
the peculiar habils of the blame- 
worthy mosquito is essential, as it 
often happens that in a mosquito 
infested district where malaria is 
cceurring, only a small portion of 
the total mosquitoes are of the 
carrier type, and these have special- 
zed breeding habits. ‘Therefore, 
general measures of mosquito de- 
[struction might miss them altogether. 
Te is essential in any district to make 
a eritieal survey, ascertain which 
‘mosquitoes are potential disease ‘car- 
rlers and what their breeding habits 
fare, after which, steps specifically 
directed against ‘the carrier species 
may be undertaken.”

Neverihe- 
less, he relurned to China as Pro- 
gurator of the Franciscan Order. in 
Shanghai. He was taken seriously 
Ml last month and admitted to. the 
General Hospital, where he died on 
Saturday of an internal hemorrhage.

EQUALIZATION CHARGE 


The equalization charge remained

Berlin, Sept. 6. 

A surplus of Chinese’ exports to 
Germany over German imports is 
shown by the trade balance between 
the two countries for the first half of 
the year 1935, released for. publica- 
tion here yesterday.

9,900,000 
‘more than during the first half of 
last year, they are still by Mrs. 10,- 
00,000 lower than the figure ‘of Chi- 
nese to Germany, Usted at Tims: $1 
‘700,000. During the same period 
year China imported Rms. 64,400,000 
‘worth of goods, so that the positive 
trade balance in her favour shows 
a decrease. 

Berlin economic quarters attribute 
the increase in the Reich's exports 
to China by the shipments effected 
in fulfillment of a contract for de- 
livery of Germany railway materials 
to China.

Another Interpretation 





To the Editor of the 


forri-Cutwa Dany News” 

Siz—The letter of F.DZ. in, your 
Issue of August 28th says that “Con~ 
fuelus. attached little importance to 
Individual persons or nations. His 
fone thought was to save the world 
‘as a whole." While recognizing the 
inherent limitations of general state- 
ments It is impossible to accept the 
two sentences which I have quoted 
asa correct summary of the teach~ 
ings of Confuelus. The Great Sage 
was_an ardent admirer of the Im- 
jperlal House of Chou and believed 
That len hsia (Le. the congeries of 
slates which he knew) could be de- 
ivered by the dual process of rever- 
ing the House of Chou and of de- 
stroying the barbarians. ‘This is the 
‘commentary of Chu Hst on the phrase 
Lkuang ten hsia ( [EEF ) in the 
Confuelan Analects. This summary 
of the teachings of Confucius is known 
among Chinese scholars as tsun jang 
(HEM ), oF in a more complete form 
as" tsun wang Jang | CAERUIE ). 
which may be translated as “Honour 
the King and destroy the barbarians.” 

is summary of Chu Hsi does not 
‘agree with the interpretation of Con- 
fuclus given by F.D.Z, 

It this summary by the standard | 
commentator of the Classics is ac- 
kenowledged to be accurate, as indeed 
thas been for nearly a thousand 
years, it is diffeult to see how the. 
teachings of Confucius are applicable 
at the present time to China which 
has no ‘King or Emperor to honour 
and would not think of reducing its 
treaties to scraps of paper in an 
attempt to get Fid of all foreigne: 
Tt must be remembered, however, that 
apart from his theories of govern- 
ment Confucius embodies in his 


























them by the addition of his own high 
Ideals. It is in the realm of morals 
rather than of governmental theories 
that the present generation can find 
inspiration trom Confucius and Men- 
clus and 1 cannot see how a revival 
‘of the sacrifice of pigs and sheep can 
help modern China in her self-im- 
posed task of reform. Is not this 
ssacrifclal ritual an attempt to turn 
back the hands of the clock to the 
customs of the discarded Ch'ing| 
dynasty which were based on those 
of Ming and on backward to the 
Han? Can the existing evils of China 
bbe aloned by a post-dated sacrifice to. 
Chou dynasty hero? Would it not 
be better on August 27th to gather 
students and teachers in the. local 
Contueian temples and there instruct 
them in the moral tenets of Con- 
fuclus.as explained in the Ta Hsueh 
‘and Chung Yung? These are sum- 
marized in (a) the reform of the 
Individual, (b) the regulation of the 
family, (€) the control of the coun 
try, and, as a result of these ac- 
‘complishments, (4) universal peace. 
Perhaps this Is after all what F.DZ._ 
had in mind. Following his example 
Tam signing this with my initials.

During the war I was chaplain on 
HMHS, Guildford Castle. Early in 
1818 our ship was the frst vessel of

matters I got information from the 
pilot, who explained how Nature had 
been’ helped to do the work. 

‘There is a long lagoon of sea water 
inside behind a sprit of land. This 
water under tidal force took various 
courses, never Keeping the same 
channel. "But when taken under 
control by experts, a permanent 
course was kept, this channel natural- 
ly deepened, and became the fairway 
by which our ship entered,

‘The basic programme of the New 
Deal has now reached “substantial 
completion” and business interests 
‘compelled by New Deal legislation 10] 
effect numerous readjustments are to 
have. the benefit of a. “breathing| 
spell,” President Roosevelt wrote to 
Mr. ‘Roy W. Howard, chairman of 
the board of the -Scripps-Howard 
Newspapers and the United Press| 
Associations, in a letter made publie| 
at the White House to-day. 


‘The President's letter, dated Sept- 
ember 2, was in reply 4 a letter in 
which Mr. Howard, on August 26, 
declared that throughout the country. 
‘many business men had grown hostile| 
to the New Deal and were frightened 
by some of the policies of the Roose- 
vet Administration. Mr. Howard, 
whose 25 newspapers supported Mr. 
Roosevelt in the 1982 election, said 
he intended to continue in support| 
of the President's stated interpreta 
tion of American liberalism. At the 
same time, he urged President Roose- 
elt to clarity his Administration's 
policies and to “smoke out the sinis- 
ter forces seeking {0 delude the pub- 
ie into believing that the orderly 
modernization of the system we want, 
to preserve is revolution in disguise”. 

‘In response 40 Mr. Howard's sug- 
gestion that many business men de- 
sired a “breathing spell for industry 
‘and a recess from ‘farther experi- 
mentation,” President Roosevelt ex- 
plained how at the beginning of his 
‘Administration It had seemed better 
to achieve the objectives of the New 
Deal as expeditiously as possible, but| 
he added that “the breathing spell 
of which you speak is here—very 
decidedly so.” 

“It is a souree of great satisfaction, 
the President wrote, “that at this 
moment conditions are such as. to 
‘offer further substantial and wide- 
‘spread recovery. Unemployment is 
still with us but Is steadily diminish- 
ing and efforts to meet its prob- 
Jems are unflagging. 

“I do not claim a magician’s wand.

But we all know the 
very great effect of the saving of 
banks, of farms, of homes, of the 
building of public works providing | 
reliet for the destitute and. many 
‘other direct governmental acts for the 
Detterment ot conditions and we 
do claim to have helped restore pub- 
lie confidence, which. now offers a 
substantial foundation for recovery.”

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MOTORING IN NORTH CHEKIANG 


= Some Interesting Experiences on 700-Mile Tour, 


Emphasized by 


Broken Ferries 


Spending a week in North Chekiang, proved a splendid holiday for several 
Shanghat motoring enthusiasts, who, although they did not foud ell conditions 
to thetr liking, nevertheless thoroughly enjoyed their Vauzhalt sedan.  Blagnificent 
scenery, of the beaten path, Fecompensed them for other inconventences, Om 
page it wilt be found’ more photographs, illustrating thie article. 


Starting from St, Georges, Bubbling 
Well Road on Friday, August 23, at, 
130 pam, with fourteen gallons inthe 
‘tank and.the speedometer of the 1995 
Vauxhall Big Six, 27 hp, reading 
4,740 miles we left on a motor tour 
of Chekiang highways. “The frst 133, 
miles. to. West. Lake, Hangchow, 18 
robably well known’ to most local 
motorists with Chinese licences. How- 
ever a log giving some of the more 
important places, times and mileage 
may be ot interest, 

Proceeding over Siccawel Bridge 
Via Route’ Winling (speedometer 
reading 4742 miles) we reached the 
Minghong Ferry at 2.10 ‘pm. (4758 
miles), passing over a heavily-ribbed 
cinder’ road and as far as surface is 
concerned—possibly one of the worst 





mileage 4,989 where the fee for .’a 
ferry crossing a river thirteen miles 
ahead is collected. 

From the ferry (5,002) the structure 
for the new bridge is clearly visible. 
After a swim in the river and leav- 
ing at 2.30 pm, Shunan is reached 
two miles further on where five 
gallons of petrol was purchased. At 
mileage 5008-20 the road is dangerous 
Dut is being repaired. 


Magnificent Chléntang River

‘This town or village nestles in. the 
second group of hills met by the 
‘Shanghallander s0 used to stretches 
of flat plain, 

‘West Lake was reached at 6.30 p.m. 
after 133 miles, (mileage 4,873). 

‘Starting from Hangchow the next 
morning (Saturday) after taki 
another eight gallons of “gas” we 
left for Hwelchow via the Chientang. 
river route at 645 (mileage 4,874). 
Considerably less of the river is seen 
than would be thought from a 
scrutiny of the various road maps, 
though in places the scenery is really 
beautiful and the road cut into the 
cliffs represents quite an achievement 
itself. Passing through scattered tea 
plantations Fuyang is reached about 
745 am, mileage 4809. There are 
some beautiful conical hills to be 
seen at mileage 4,904. Passing over 
the Sungehi river (4.913) and later 
travelling by cliff road along the 
Chientang River Tunglu is reached 
at 930 am, mileage 4931—here a 
‘small wooden ferry oar-propelled 
fakes one across the Tungehi river 
for a fee of $1.

reached. At first sight this road is 
quite impossible and only by going 
down the banking at the side and

foundations have been washed away. 
In fact. we returned to the Tus 
station to ascertain whether we were 
‘on the right road. ‘The angle of the 
cavities’ was so steep that the 
‘Suspended rear number plates were 
‘swept off the back of the ear. The ferry 
Feached two miles after the junction 
fs again of the same wooden structure 
and oar-propelled, the fee being col- 
lected from Lanchi South Bus station 
‘about a mile further on, over roads 
equally bad as those traversed just 
before the ferry was reached. “On 
the left an emergency air fleld is} 
clearly visible. 

Proceeding from the Lanchi South) 
Bus station on the road to Kinwha, 
19 miles distant, we experienced 
at mileage 5,110 an incident which had.

Starting off at 845 am, Mond 
we very soon met with our third 
as we attempted to eross the Ch 
tang River only four miles from Hang- 
chow where we were informed that 
the bridge onto the ferry on the other| 
side of the river was broken. This] 
was rather surprising news as we had| 
enquired that morning as to. the 
feasibility of our going to Wenchow. 
by this route from the China ‘Travel 
Service and the Chekiang Highways; 
Bureau. 

We returned to Hangchow and left 
the Wulingmen Bus Station at 10 am 
with the speedometer at 5255 
miles and with the destination’ of| 
Tienmoshan in view. Thirty miles| 
from the bus station slong this main| 
road leading» to Hwelchow, via 
Changwha, an old bridge is reached 









Indications that the Yellow River 
may again change its course, with 
the resultant possibility that the 
present break in the south dyke, near 
the Honan-Shantung border may 
prove to be the most serious since 
1852, the date of the last change of 
‘course of the River, were noted by 
Dr. W. Kelly and Mr. C. C. Chang 
during’ thelr tour recently through 
the flooded areas of Shantung. 

‘Since 2278 B.C, the river has 
‘changed its course fifteen times. 
‘Competent authorities estimate  that| 
four-fifths of the water is now going 
through the 2.000-metre gap and is 
slowly making its way towards north- 
fern Klangsu, Present indleations are 
that the flood water will flow to the 
Huai River through the Grand Cenal. 

“While the engineers are consider- 
ing methods and gathering materials 
for closing the broken dyke," they 
jsald, “emergency reliet must be 
provided for at least 500,000 people. 
It is impossible for the province of 
/Shantung to meet such a calamity 
jwithout assistance from beyond its 
orders.” 

Tt Is also impossible, stated Dr. 
Kelly and Mr. Chang, to make any 
sort of estimate of the lives lost, or 
fof the amount and value of properly 
destroyed and crops ruined. ‘Villages 
inundated totalled 6.341, and it was 
surprising how small an area one 
village of a hundred families occupied. 
‘They saw. three villages, cach of 
which had over 1,000 families, over 
nine-tenths destroyed. Bulldings with 
strong foundations and brick walls— 
such ag temples—were not able to 
resist the flood-waters. 

“An explanation of why an area of 
several thousand square miles has 
been inundated before water flowing 
out of the Yellow River since early 
in July could extend to the Lunghal 
Railway in north Kiangsu is that 
[that part of Shantung west of the 
Grand Canal and the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway. south of Yenchowfu, was 
undoubtedly elevated to a. slightly 
sloping plain by aluvial deposit 
from three of the earlier changes of

After a swim 
hhere in the shade of some old trees, 
we left at 1130 am. for Linan, 
Feached at mileage 5,288. At 12.15 
the Tienmoshan cross-roads appea! 
48 miles from the Hangchow bi 
station, Swinging to. the right and 
procseding twelve miles up a. spur 
road and through a spectacular 
cutting in the hills a station 
Feached where the car may be left, 
for those proceeding, alter a half- 
mile walk over the foot hills to the 
Tienmu Hotel, nestling in a beautiful 
valley at the foot of the mountain of 
Tienmo.

As cur intended itinerary to the 
Hwangshan Mountain, via the Chien- 
tang River and from there to Wen- 
chow and Yentangshan, had been 
precluded on account of road condi- 
Mions we spent a day and a° half at 
‘Tienmiashan. We left the bus station 
near Tienmoshan at 1045 am, on 
Wednesday, August 28, and, avere; 
ing 37 miles per hour reached the 
Hangchow outer barrier at mileage 
5367. Wulingmen Bus Station was 
reached at 12.80, mileage 5,375. Taking 
fon our fifticth’ gallon of petrol. we 
eft for Shanghai 133 miles distant, 
where we arrived after a stop of 
40 minutes for “a spot of chow” at 
[530 pm. 

Tt is to be noted by intending 
tourists that at the time of writing} 
Southern Chekiang is closed to 
motorists by a broken ferry bridge 
on the south side of the Chientang | 
River opposite Hangchow and by a 
Washed away road south of Lanchi, 
while the route to Anhwei on the 
western border is also closed by 
landslides—17 miles the other side of 
Shunan. :

Eight Mow Per Family 

At the time of their visit, parts of 
ten hsien were under water, and 
{from observations made over halt the 
provinces in China, they are certain 
that u more densely-populated area 
could not be found, ‘Tree-groves 
marking the sites of villages were 
constantly seen throughout the trip 
and were, on the average, less than, 
three Ii from each other,’ A typical 
report came from one viliage, which 
possessed a population of 200 families 
on 1,600 mow of land, or eight mow 
per family. ‘The inundated area was 
densely populated and intensely cul- 
tivated, ‘and as there were few 
streams large enough even for small 
‘boats, the people were considerably. 
handicapped by lack of a means of 
escape when the flood waters came, 

General Han Fu-chu, chairman of 
the province, deserved much credit 
for the measures he adopled for the 
rescuing of the people and the steps 
taken to transfer them to regions of 
safety, sald Dr, Kelly and Mr. Chang, 
‘The provisional plan adopted was to 
lace some 220,000 refuges on higher 
Ground to the west and north of the 
Mooded area, and the remainder were 
gradually transported to Tsining: 
from that city they were being sent 
fat the rate of 2,000 per day to cities 
on and near the Shantung rallway: 
[Up to Aug. 18, 80,000 flood refugees 
had been taken over this route, 

‘An average of one catty per day 
of kaollang per individual has been 
figured on, and this provision will 
require not less than a dollar a month 
per person. When the refugees are 
transported to places of safety. the 
men are to be set to work helping 
the local farmers, building roads, and 
other construction work, “while the 
‘women are to be engaged in’ cloth- 
weaving and the sewing of garments,

Shanghai Yachtsmen on Summer Cruise in the 
Chusan Archipelago

It was my good fortune to have 
been Invited to join a party of friends 
fon a fortnight cruise through the 
Parker's group and the Chusan 
archipelago on the auxilliary yacht, 
the Gabriel 11, owned and "ably 
navigated by M.M. Verdier, Director 
General of the French Concession. 

Before proceeding any further it 
would not be out of place to give 
a short description of the Gabriel 
TI, which has already made a good 
reputation for herself, having success- 
fully made a round trip from Shang- 
hai, to Nagasaki in record time. 

‘She is an auxilliary yacht of about 
64 gross tons, steel hull, with a length 
of 72 ft, overall, a beam of 17s ft. 
and 9 ft. draft. The auxilliary power 
is supplied by a 60 BHP. Diesel 
‘motor giving the vessel a mean speed 
of 7 knots. She is very comfortably 
fitted out and is provided with elec- 
ric light and a frigidaire, the ‘eur- 
rent being supplied by a Delco, which 
‘makes her an ideal boat for pleasure 
cerulsing. She behaves well at sea 
fand gives one the feeling of, safety. 
required for such cruise. Sho also 
carries a small gig propelled by an 
‘outboard motor for landing purposes 
whleh Is hoisted on board when sail-

On Sunday at 5 am. every one was 
ordered up on deck by the “Captain 
and after a good breakfast we left 
Woosung at 6.25 am. sailing under 
glorious sun and with a fine breeze 
towards our first objective, ames 
Island, in the Parker's group, which 
is about 68 miles from. Shanghai. 
We reached our destination on August 
5, at 220 am. after sailing for about 
2 hours. “The sailing was fairly 
rough, but the Gabriel IK. behaved 
very well, ‘The foreigners, no doubt, 
péizing the good food 
they had absorbed during. the da 
did their ‘best to retain them. Not 
50, however, with the Chinese crew. 
few of them were seasick and 
many bowls of lee were left ul 
touched, others freely going over 
board. 

‘The helm was taken in turn by 
‘Messrs. Verdier, Louzier and Poinsot, 
self-styled Commander, Chiet Officer 
and Quartermaster respectively, all 
‘trying to outdo one another in. thelr 
salloinanship. Mr. Sourachnikoft, the 
“Navigating Officer," was kept busy 
running between the compass ‘and the 
chart house and with his. nautical 
calculations trying his best to eor- 
rect the Admiralty charts and dis- 
cover uncharted ‘rocks. ‘To watch 
these apprentice seamen was ‘great 
fun, Rev. Father Moulis and myself, 
were called the “Bourgeois Passen- 
gers" No. 1 and 2 respectively. During 
the day our greatest occupation was 
to dodge the hot glaring sun and to 
satisfy, In turn, our appetite and 
thirst, ‘at night to find a comfortable 
place’ to sleep on deck, the cabins 
down below being too hot and stufty, 
the portholes having to be kept close 
We managed our parts very well 1 
deed.

‘We spent the whole day at the 
RaMles visiting a few fishing villages, 
hiking over the hills, a few of us 
faking their frst dip in the open sea, 
‘The sea was not particularly clean 
and retained the yellow tint of the 
Yangtze.

‘The next day we welghed anchor 
and sailed off at 650 am. towards 
‘our second objective the Tsusan Island

which is situated at about twenty 
miles south of the Raffles. We drop- 
ped anchor on the west side of Tsu- 
an_not far from Simpson Island at 
1045" am. after four hours of fine 
sailing, ‘The water there was not 
very clean and the shores were also 
very muddy making bathing un- 
pleasant. We landed on a. small 
beach which, from the boat, looked 
‘quite attractive ‘but on landing we 
were much disappointed and returned 
to the boat for tiff. When at an- 
chor all our meals were taken on 
deck under the awning. The food, 
always preceded with a few apperitifs, 
‘was very good and copiously moist- 
‘ened with white and red wine. At 
about 4 pm. we decided to go for 
walk this time landing in a fairly 
large fishing village. 
‘Am Attractive Beach 

‘The Chinese were very friendly 
jand M. Verdier had, from all ap- 
earances, a very interesting talk on 
‘the latest politieal questions ‘with one 
of the elders of the village. Curious 
‘enough that a number of the old 
generation have ‘still retained the 
Jqueue. From this village we climbed 
small hill and midway behold on 
the other side of the Island what we 
saw stretched out in front of us in 
ape of a horseshoe one of the 
finest sand beach, blue water and 
rolling waves, just’ what we had been 
looking for. "Father Moulis and { 
Immediately gave up hill climbing and 
rushed down on the other slope to 
the water as fast as our legs could 
carry us. We were not disappointed, 
the sand was fine and hard, the water 
‘ofa nice tsmperature and clear, 
eautiful rolling waves, perfectly 
safe from all points of’ view.  We| 
signalled to the other “members of 
the party, from the distance, who had

It is surprising that such a fine 
beach so near to Shanghai has not 
been developed as a summer resort 
or a resting place from the fatigues 
of this big city.

‘Snanciers to consider the commereial 
Possibilities of these islands.  There| 
still may be many’ similar beaches| 
oF even better. 

‘We all much regretted that time 
did not allow us to stay there for 
fanother day but we promised to re- 
tum again, 


A Typhoon Shelter 
‘The next day, August 7, we sailed 
Jat 640 am. for Changta Harbour, 
twenty miles from Tsusan Island. The 
Changtau Harbour is a deep channel 
Jeut between the Major and Minor 
[Changtau and affords a very good 
[shelter against typhoon. ‘Tt is ‘void 
fof any interest and we would have 

















| sailed shortly had it not been for 


the sudden and dangerous drop of 
Jour barometer indicating the approach 
of possible bad weather. We were! 
not misled as on August 8 we wit- 
‘essed the passing of a fairly violent 
typhoon, all happy’ to find ourselves 
where we were, 
During the morning we surveyed 
the environs trying to locate a place 
where we could indulge ina swim 
but mo luck. Five of us braved the 
blowing hurricane and rain to climb 
jup ahlll which was reported to be an 
‘extinct voleano, Mr. Verdier remain- 
ing on board ‘on duty. At a third 
lof the way I gave it up and returned 
to the ship with Father Moulis which 
we had great dificully in reaching! 
owing to adverse strong ‘wind and 
current. ‘The other three, | Bfessrs, 
HLouzier, Poinsot and Souroschinikot 
managed to reach the top to Sind thi 
there never had been a volcano but 
most likely a place where in the old 
days the natives used to keep a large 
‘Gre burning at night to guide the 
ships at sea. Many such fire pans are 
jin existence in all these islands. 
Since we started Mr. Poinsot who 
had resided in Hongkong for some 
time was tireless in trying to convince 
jus that in Hongkong they did every- 
thing better than in Shanghai and 1 
Jdared him to dive from the bow of 
the Gabriel II into the muddy water 
of Changtau Harbour. He took the 
jchallenge and dived and came up with| 
fa halt broken neck. We did not hear 
much of Hongkong after that as he 
was out of commission for two days. 
On August 9 the weather being 
fine we sailed from Changtau Harbour 
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had not been there half an hour that 
‘we were overtaken by a torrential 
storm. ‘It did not last very long but 
while it lasted the rain came down 
in buckets full, id 
‘The fall is about six hundred fect 
jand the water, in normal time, Is 
very clear but’ of a small volume.

Tt is a fine sight well worth seeing 
and I would recommend the trip to 
any one wishing to see some fine 
Chinese’ Jandseay 

T understand that the Clouds Valley 
can be reached by an excellent road 
from Hangchow, tie distance being 
Somewhere around. 120 miles, 

‘We returned to Ningpo that ev 
jing, had dinner with the Bishop and 
sailed for Shanghal the next. morn- 
‘ing, August 14, reaching our mooring 
Place opposite the Kailan. Mining 
Administration's wharf at 215 pam. 
fon August 15 where we enjoyed a 
farewell titin and» separated with 
much regret, but all looking forward 
to our next adventure and to the re-

‘We found on arrival at Tinghal two 
lof Mollers’ salvage boats operating on 
4 sunken Chinese ship. 

We visited the town which shows 
quite a good sign of modernization 
and the Catholic Mission establish- 
ments. 

We left Tinghai on August 12 at 
235 pm. and motored the whole 
distance of about twenty-three miles 
to Ningpo through the Inland Sea, 
very beautiful and comparable to the 
Inland Seas of Japan. ‘The sea is 
blue until one gets quite near 10 
Chinhai. ‘The entrance of the Ningpo 
Fiver is very. pretty. 

We arrived at Ningpo at 8.25 pm. 
and anchored right in front. of the 
former British Consulate. We did 
not go ashore that night but received 
the visit of one of the fathers of the 
Mission and planned at trip to Fenghua 
and the Clouds Valley. 

‘Much to our surprise we rested a 
good night free from mosquitoes and 
fairly cool. 


A Motor Bus Trip 

We were up early the next morn- 
ing preparing for our trip. We went 
to the Catholic Mission and through 
them hired a motor bus to take the 
parly to the foot of the hill leading 
fo the Clouds Valley a distance of 
about twenty-five miles from Ningpo. 

‘We Jeft about 8 am. The road 's 
one of the best roads T have seen in 
‘China. The scenery is most beautiful 
jand refreshing. We passed the estate 
fof General Chiang at Fenghua and the 
tomb of his regretied mother. 

At the foot of the hill they all 
walked up a distance of about two 
miles—but I must contese that T had 
not the courage to climb up and 
granted myself the use of a sedan 
chair, At first I had two carrie 
only but they soon found that 1 ws 
not exactly a featherweight and di 
manded the help of an extra two 
carriers. As the going was hard, 
they were granted their demand. 

‘We reached the top at about noon 
and had lunch in a Buddhist rest

"A mob of some hundreds of 
‘Sparrows rose with an audible whire 
of wing....causing the Merlin to 
swerve: ‘the Sparrows gaining, 
courage, even dare to turn ‘in his 
Girection as if to chase him from the 
feld: Merlin swittly banked and 
turned, disappearing among the fir 
trees: Sparrows wheeled like a cloud 
of dusky brown, and fled to. the 
sefety of the housetops.

Hawks... not flying in flocks or in
